Solvents  in  Foods 

PROPOSED  PERMITTED  LIST 

PROPOSALS  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture, Fisheries  and  Food  issued  on 
November  4  would  prohibit  the  use  of 
all  but  nine  specified  solvents  in  food. 
The  proposals  follow  the  Food  Addi- 
tives and  Contaminants  Committee  re- 
commendations that  specification  of 
purity  should  be  laid  down  for  permit- 
ted solvents  and  that  the  following 
substances  should  be  permitted:  Ethyl 
alcohol  (ethanol)  B.S.  1966:  50; 
glycerol  B.S.  1964:  2625;  glycerol 
mono-acetate  (Monacetin)  of  boiling 
point  158°C.  at  165  mm.  and  of  a 
standard  of  purity  consistent  with  good 
manufacturing  practice;  glycerol  di- 
acetate  (Diacetin)  B.S.  1950:  1594; 
glycerol  tri-acetate  (Triacetin)  B.S. 
1962:  1997;  iso-propyl  alcohol  B.S. 
1965:  1595;  propylene  glycol  B.P.  1963. 
An  addition  to  the  Committee's  list  is 
diethyl  ether,  (solvent  ether)  B.P.  1963. 


The  proposals  apply  to  England  and 
Wales  although  similar  recommenda- 
tions are  being  prepared  in  respect  of 
Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland.  Copies

Toilet  Preparations 

HIGHER  QUARTERLY  SALES 

IN  the  three  months  ended  August 
30,  manufacturers'  sales  of  toilet  pre- 
parations at  £25'2  million  were  £20 
million  higher,  at  current  values,  than 
in  the  corresponding  three  months  of 
1965  according  to  the  Board  of  Trade's 
Business  Monitor.  Home  market  sales 
at  £22' 1  million  rose  by  8  per  cent,  and 
export  sales  at  £3"1  by  10  per  cent.  An 
analysis  of  home  market  sales  showed 
increases  (at  current  prices)  in  all 
sectors.  Sales  of  dental  preparations  at 
£3'5  million  rose  by  14  per  cent.,  per- 
fumes and  toilet  waters  at  £2  0  million 
by  13  per  cent,  and  hair  preparations 
at  £7"3  million  by  7  per  cent.  Allowing 
for  an  increase  of  4  per  cent,  in  the 
wholesale  prices  of  toilet  preparations 
over  the  past  year,  it  is  estimated  that

Strontium  90 

DECREASED  LEVELS  IN  INFANTS'  BONES 

A  MEDICAL  Research  Council  report 
states  that  stTontium-90  concentration 
in  the  bones  of  newborn  and  stillborn 
infants  was  somewhat  less  in  the  second 
half  of  1965  than  in  the  first  half  or  in 
the  corresponding  months  of  1964 
(when  strontium-90  levels  in  the  bones 
of  young  children  were  the  highest  re- 


A  NOTABLE  addition  to  the  council 
room  of  the  new  Mallinson  House 
headquarters  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  was  made  during  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Executive.  Mr.

A  More  Tangible  Expression 

Mr.  Cross  said  that  he  had  partici- 
pated over  the  years  in  a  number  of 
verbal  tributes  to  Mr.  Moss  for  services 
to  retail  pharmacy,  but  the  idea  of 
making  a  more  tangible  expression  of 
appreciation  came  to  him  after  reading 
a  report  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Journal. 
He  had  "cut  out  and  kept"  the  words 
used  by  Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David  in  as- 
suming the  chairmanship  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Commit- 
tee from  Mr.  Moss  earlier  in  the  year, 
"No  words  could  adequately  express 
then-  gratitude  to  Mr.  Moss  for  all  that 
he  had  done  during  his  four-year  term 
of  office."  "I  felt,"  said  Mr.  Cross, 
"that  it  was  about  time  these  sentiments 
were  expressed  in  something  more  than 
words."  The  idea  of  a  lectern  had  been 
put  to  Mr.  Cross  by  Mr.  J.  Wright 
(secretary)  whom  he  had  asked  for  sug- 
gestions for  an  item  satisfying  the  con- 
ditions of  usefulness,  top  quality  and 
permanence.

An  Ovation 

Amidst  a  rousing  ovation  from  his 
colleagues  Mr.  Moss  replied  that  he 
doubted  whether  any  words  of  his 
could  do  justice  to  what  had  just  been 
done  and  to  the  kind  thoughts  expres- 
sed. He  had  known  and  been  a  close 
friend  of  Mr.  Cross  for  a  great  number 
of  years,  so  that  it  was  with  more  than 
special  pleasure  that  he  regarded  his 
visit  to  Mallinson  House  on  the 
present  occasion. 

Two  aspects  of  the  presentation  that 
touched  him  most,  were  first  that 
he  was  glad  to  be  able  himself  to  enjoy 
and  participate  in  using  the  sort  of 
memento  that  was  usually  only  made 
posthumously,  and  secondly,  that  what- 
ever achievements  he  might  have  been 
responsible  for  he  could  never  have 
suceeded  in  without  the  collective  wis- 
dom, support  and  friendship  of  his 
colleagues.  He  felt  always  that  he  was 
acting  purely  as  a  spokesman  for  his 
fellow  pharmacists  and  he  hoped  his 
colleagues  would  feel  they  were  really 
sharing  in  something  they  themselves 
had  earned.

SCOTTISH  NEWS 
Stock  Orders 

PRESENT  SYSTEM  TO  CONTINUE 

THE  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Depart- 
ment has  issued  a  memorandum  (E.C.S. 
(P)  13/1966),  setting  out  arrangements 
for  retaining,  for  the  present,  the  exist- 
ing stock-order  system  whereby  doctors 
obtain  supplies  of  drugs  and  appliances 
on  form  EC  10A.  The  memorandum 
states  that,  in  the  seventh  report  of  the 
Review  Body  on  Doctors'  and  Dentists' 
Remuneration,  it  was  recommended 
that  reimbursement  for  drugs  and  dress- 
ings provided  to  patients  from  a 
doctor's  surgery  stock  should  in  future 
be  regarded  as  covered  by  the  capita- 
tion fees.  That  recommendation  was  to 
apply  not  only  in  England  and  Wales 
but  also  in  Scotland.  The  Review  Body 
recommendations  on  capitation  fees 
had  been  formulated  accordingly. 
Implementation  of  the  recommenda- 
tions would  have  resulted  in  the  abo- 
lition of  the  stock  order  arrangements 
in  Scotland  and  the  strong  oppo« 
sition  expressed  by  the  medical  pro- 
fession to  terminating  the  arrangements 
had  resulted  in  the  decision  to  continue 
them.  As.  however,  the  capitation  fees 
recommended  by  the  Review  Body 
were  considered  to  contain  an  element 
designed  to  reimburse  the  doctor  for 
the  cost  of  drugs  and  dressings  he  was 
required  to  provide  to  patients  until  a 
supply  could  be  obtained  otherwise 
some  adjustment  to  the  capitation  fee 
was  necessary  in  order  to  maintain 
parity  between  Scottish  doctors  and 
those  in  England  and  Wales.  The 
General  Medical  Services  Committee 
(Scotland)  had  agreed  that  the  capita- 
tion fee  should  be  reduced  by  twopence 
per  annum  with  effect  from  October  1.

Practical  Training 

No  one  has  had  a  longer  and  closer  association  with  the  subject  of 
pharmaceutical  education  than  Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe.  The  Harrogate 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  therefore,  listened  to  the  voice  of 
experience  when  Mr.  Maplethorpe  delivered  an  address  on  that  important 
subject  on  October  27.  In  the  course  of  his  paper,  the  speaker  paid  well 
merited  tribute  to  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry.  I  fully  agree 
with  his  description  of  that  document  as  the  most  valuable  survey  and 
report  ever  prepared  in  pharmacy,  and  it  was  unfortunate  that  the  second 
part,  published  in  1941,  came  when  we  had  other  things  to  think  about. 
Mr.  Maplethorpe  indicated  the  concern  of  the  Council  over  post-graduate 
practical  training.  There  are,  of  course,  difficulties  on  every  hand.  The 
students  themselves,  the  speaker  said,  are  not  satisfied  that  they  are  being 
"trained."  That  reaction  is  worth  considering,  if  only  to  discover  if  there 
is  justification  for  it.  I  am  not  competent  to  examine  the  complaint  outside 
of  the  field  of  what  we  now  call  "general  practice,"  but  I  have  wondered 
if  the  attitude  is  not  connected  in  some  way  with  the  student's  complete 
change  of  environment,  supplemented  by  the  discovery  that  the  picture 
of  pharmacy  he  has  built  up  during  his  formative  years  is  not  matched 
by  the  reality.  That,  unless  some  earlier  contact  with  practising  conditions 
can  be  arranged,  is  likely  to  remain  a  problem.  The  student  himself  must 
remember  that,  from  the  age  of  five,  his  whole  life  has  been  subject  to  a 
course  of  training  carefully  mapped  out  for  him,  during  the  course  of 
which  he  has  been  one  of  a  small  community  whose  energies  were  being 
directed  along  certain  well  defined  channels.  Graduation  is  the  end  of  that 
road,  and  his  horizons  are  going  to  be  widened  with  almost  dramatic 
suddenness  by  contact  with  the  outside  world.  He  is  now  to  put  his  know- 
ledge to  the  test,  and  for  the  space  of  twelve  months  he  has  the  assurance 
that  guidance  "in  the  field"  is  at  his  elbow. 

Duties 

I  think  that  Mr.  Maplethorpe  is  correct  in  describing  the  post-graduate 
training  as  "practical  experience."  It  cannot  be  anything  other.  The 
graduate  is  being  given  the  opportunity  of  preparing  medicines  for  human 
consumption.  No  longer  will  he  be  emptying  dull  opiates  to  the  drains. 
He  will  be  faced  with  actual  prescriptions,  written  frequently  in  none  too 
clear  a  hand,  and  he  will  discover  that  responsible  decisions  have  to  be 
taken.  He  will  make  the  acquaintance  of  the  various  acts  at  first  hand, 
learning  that  errors  and  omissions  in  that  direction  can  mean  more  than  the 
loss  of  a  few  examination  marks.  He  will  find  himself  in  personal  contact 
with  the  public,  discovering  also  that  his  advice  will  be  sought  over  a 
wide  field.  He  will  also  discover  that  from  time  to  time,  a  doctor  will 
discuss  certain  drugs  with  him,  and  he  will  take  immense  satisfaction  in 
the  knowledge  that  he  is  well  equipped,  by  his  long  course  of  study,  to 
help  in  that  direction  —  much  better  equipped,  in  all  probability,  than  his 
employer  and  mentor.  But  above  all  he  will  find,  rather  to  his  surprise, 
that  it  is  in  the  repetition  of  many  of  his  duties  that  he  is  acquiring  the 
confidence  necessary  to  his  responsible  future.  There  is  no  substitute  for 
that  process. 

The  Supervisor 

If  practical  experience  is  the  correct  term  for  the  period  of  twelve 
months,  then  it  would  seem  that  supervisor  is  a  suitable  description  of 
the  pharmacist  who  is  responsible  for  making  the  facilities  available.  Both 
parties  to  the  arrangement  have  a  good  deal  to  offer,  and  while  the  super- 
visor, if  no  longer  young,  may  feel  a  certain  diffidence  in  the  presence  of 
a  highly  trained  product  of  the  university,  he  should  realise  that  he  himself 
has  a  lot  to  contribute  —  the  wisdom  of  experience;  the  practical  approach 
to  the  day-to-day  problems  new  to  the  graduate;  and,  above  all,  the  great 
influence  for  the  future  of  pharmacy  exhibited  in  his  own  demeanour, 
professional  conduct  and  ethical  outlook. 
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MANAGEMENT  INSTITUTE  IN  NORWAY 

Lectures,  social  events  and  visits 


OVER  100  members  and  guests  of  the 
Institute  of  Pharmacy  Management 
gathered  at  Newcastle  for  a  confer- 
ence and  visit  to  Oslo  recently.  They 
were  welcomed  aboard  the  s.s.  "Brae- 
mar"  by  the  chairman  of  the  member- 
ship and  social  committee  (Mr.  A.  G. 
M.  Madge)  and  Mr.  C.  C.  Stevens  (a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council).  On  the  second  day  Mr.  H. 
W.  Tomski  (director  of  the  Institute) 
presented  a  paper  on  Scandinavian 
pharmacy.  On  arrival  at  Oslo  a  visit 
was  paid  to  the  pharmaceutical  division 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  where  the 
chief  inspector  (Mr.  R.  Fyllingen) 
lectured  on  Norwegian  pharmacy.  Other 
visits  were  to  the  Skillebekk,  Ulleval, 
Frogner  and  other  pharmacies,  to  the 
University  (where  a  lecture  was  given 
be  Professor  Per  Finhilt),  Institute  of 
Pharmacy,  and  State  Wholesale  Medical 
Stores. 

On  the  return  journey  Norwegian 
pharmacy  was  discussed  with  special 
reference  to  limitation  of  pharmacies 
and  the  likely  effects  of  Council  policy 
in  Britain  on  the  matter. 

Presentations  were  made  to  Professor 
J.  W.  Rowson  for  leading  the  party,  to 
Mr.  H.  W.  Tomski  for  his  work  in 
preparing  the  cruise  and  conference, 
and  to  Mr.  A.  G.  M.  Madge  for  ar- 
rangements aboard  the  ship,  especially 
the  banquet,  at  which  many  prominent 
Norwegian  pharmacists,  including  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Ministry,  were 
present. 

What  the  Excursionists  Learned 

During  the  cruise  members  learned 
that  pharmacy  in  Norway  is  controlled 
by  the  State,  with  three  government 
inspectors  to  ensure  that  all  obliga- 
tions are  carried  out  and  all  regulations 
are  complied  with.  Under  the  country's 
system  of  limitation,  when  a  pharmacist 
retires  (normally  at  seventy)  or  dies  the 
next  one  on  a  "waiting  list"  is  usually 
given  the  opportunity  of  applying.  The 
applicant  must  fulfil  the  following 
conditions :  have  had  five  years'  experi- 
ence since  qualifying;  have  passed  a 
commercial  examination;  be  solvent; 
and  be  of  good  character.  As  a  result, 
a  pharmacist  is  usually  fifty  years  old 
before  owning  a  pharmacy.  Once  past 
that  age  his  chances  diminish,  and  he  is 
likely  to  remain  an  employee,  though  at 
an  increased  salary  by  way  of  compen- 
sation. An  applicant  must  go  where 
a  vacancy  occurs  or  lose  his  oppor- 
tunity. Once  a  licence  has  been  granted 
the  pharmacist  may  purchase  the  phar- 
macy from  the  previous  owner  or 
executors.  If  there  is  disagreement  on 
the  purchase  price  the  matter  may  be 
referred  to  two  State  valuers.  A  State 
loan  may  be  obtained  at  a  low  rate 
of  interest  to  help  the  purchase  or  for 
modernisation,  purchasing  equipment, 
expanding  the  premises,  etc.  The 
Government's  policy,  through  its  in- 
spectors, is  to  see  that  the  pharmacist 
keeps  his  premises,  etc.,  up  to  date,  and 
equipment,  drugs,  and  financial  opera- 
tions are  subject  to  inspection.  It  pays 
a  pharmacist  to  modernise  since  by 
doing  so  he  gains  when  he  sells. 


Education 

There  are  about  280  pharmacies  in 
Norway  and  entry  into  the  profession 
is  controlled.  Education  is  taken  at  the 
faculty  of  pharmacy,  Oslo  University. 
Intake  of  students  is  currently  limited 
to  thirty-five  a  year.  A  recent  shortage 
led  to  the  creation  of  a  "lower  degree" 
pharmacist  able  to  undertake  pharma- 
ceutical work  under  the  supervision  of 
a  pharmacist  and  to  be  left  in  charge 
of  a  pharmacy  for  one  week  only  in 
the  pharmacist's  absence.  To  maintain 
a  service  in  isolated  areas  where  phar- 
maceutical services  are  required  but  a 
pharmacy  is  uneconomic,  a  levy  has 
been  instituted  on  all  pharmacies.  It  is 
used  to  subsidise  pharmacies  run  at  a 
loss.  There  are  no  sidelines  such  as 
cosmetics  or  photography.  Since  it  is 
not  economic  for  each  pharmacy  to 
manufacture  drugs,  tablets,  powders, 
ointments,  etc.,  a  regional  scheme  is 
operated  under  which  one  pharmacy 
in  an  area  has  manufacturing  equip- 
ment and  supplies  the  others. 


Wholesaling  is  a  State  monopoly. 
State  Medical  Stores  organisation  pi 
chases  all  drugs  required.  The  phairr 
cist  himself  is  responsible  for  ensurii 
that  the  drugs  conform  to  the  requir 
standards.  Prices  are  fixed  by 
Ministry,  and  customers  with  low 
comes  can  apply  for  a  refund  of  pr 
scription  costs.  Average  profit  p 
pharmacy  is  about  6  per  cent.,  wages 
per  cent.,  purchase  tax  5  per  cen 
chemists'  tax  2  per  cent. 

There  are  few  hospital  pharmacisl 
the  local  pharmacist  either  supplyir 
the  dispensed  medicines  to  the  hospit 
or  working  there  part  time. 

No  Multiple  Pharmacy 

Branch  pharmacies  are  not  permittee 
but  in  some  rural  places  a  pharmac 
owner  may  run  what  in  Britain  woul 
be  termed  a  drug  store.  The  drug  stoi 
is  under  his  personal  responsibility  an 
the  range  of  medicines  or  drugs  sol 
is  limited  to  a  permitted  list.  Oi 
organisation  exists  for  owner  pharm; 
cists  and  one  for  employee  pharmacist

A  NEW  structure  of  "recommended" 
prices  for  the  colour  films  of  Ilford, 
Ltd.,  came  into  operation  on  September 
7.  The  prices  have  been  lowered  to 
meet  the  Monopoly  Commission's  find- 
ing (C.  &  D.,  May  7,  p.  446)  that  the 
prices  of  colour  films  in  general  were 
too  high,  and  the  new  levels  have  been 
arrived  at  after  discussions  between  the 
company  and  the  Board  of  Trade.  They 
continue  to  be  based  on  a  "budget" 
(i.e.  processing-included)  price  but  at 
a  later  date  material  is  being  made 
available  on  a  non-process-paid  basis. 

Dealer  discounts,  which  also  came 
under  criticism  from  the  Commission, 
are  lower,  but  "every  attempt  has  been 
made  to  make  our  terms  as  attractive 
as  possible  consistent  with  the  new 
requirements."  Basic  rate  is  25  per  cent, 
(minimum  order  ten  assorted  films), 
with  an  extra  2+  per  cent,  for  quantities 
from  fifty  to  999  and  an  extra  5  per 
cent,  for  quantities  of  1,000  and  over. 
Messrs.  Ilford  regard  the  discounts  as 
"realistic"  in  not  rising  higher  for  still 
larger  quantities,  so  that  for  the  vast 
majority  of  dealers  the  margins  are 
above  those  of  competitive  brands  of 
colour  films. 

For  users,  the  new  prices  ensure  "best 
possible  value  for  money"  especially  in 
view  of  the  company's  policy  of 
"unique  consumer  benefits,"  such  as  the 
four-film  holiday  pack  of  Ilford  Color- 
cine  film  at  the  price  of  three,  the 
35-mm.  colour-contact  strip  from  which 
to  choose  subjects  for  En-printing,  the 
plastic  mounts  and  quick-look  viewers 
included  in  the  processing  charge  for 
Ilford  Super  Colorslide.  Other  such 
benefits  are  planned  in  the  future,  and 
Messrs.  Ilford  are  determined  with  their 
help,  by  technical  improvements  in  the 
film,  and  by  attractive  presentation  of 
the  products,  to  maintain  and  increase 
their  share  of  the  colour  film  market.

and  1965  the  proportion  of  the  gross 
national  product  accounted  for  by  ex- 
penditure on  health;  and  how  the 
proportion  was  divided  between 
various  services.  He  also  wanted  to 
know  how  the  proportion  was  divided 
between  expenditure  from  public  funds 
and  private  expenditure  by  individuals; 
and  how  the  statistics  compared  with 
those  for  the  countries  of  the  European 
Economic  Community,  Norway, 
Sweden,  the  United  States  of  America, 
New  Zealand,  Canada  and  Australia. 
Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson  in  a  written 
reply  on  November  7  provided  the 
information  in  the  above  table.  The 
comparable  figures  for  other  countries 
were  not  available. 

Companies  Bill 

The  Companies  Bill  was  introduced 
in  the  House  of  Lords  on  November  3 
by  Lord  Brown  (Minister  of  State, 
Board  of  Trade).  The  declared  objects 
of  the  Bill  were  to  abolish  the  status 
of  the  exempt  private  company  so  that 
almost  every  company  would  be  re- 
quired to  forward  copies  of  its  ac- 
counts, together  with  the  auditors'  and 
directors'  reports,  to  the  Registrar  of 
Companies.  The  Bill  also  required 
greater  disclosure  of  information  in 
company  accounts;  details  to  be  fur- 
nished concerning  export  trade,  as  well 
as  payments  to  directors. 

Coding  of  Products 

Dr.  M.  P.  Winstanley  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health  if  he  would  take 
steps  "by  legislation  or  otherwise"  to 
require  all  tablets,  pills,  and  capsules 
to  be  marked  with  an  identifying  code 
number.  Mr.  Kenneth  Robinson,  in 
a  written  reply,  on  November  4  said 


"Identification  through  colour,  shape 
or  some  other  form  of  code  is  currently 
being  studied  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  British  Medical  Associa- 
tion and  the  pharmaceutical  industry, 
and  the  need  for  legislation  to  facili- 
tate such  identification  will  be  con- 
sidered in  the  general  review  of  medi- 
cines legislation  which  is  well  ad- 
vanced. A  number  of  firms  already 
code  products  for  the  purposes  of 
identification." 

Road  Safety  Bill 

The  Road  Safety  Bill  introduced  by 
Mrs.  Barbara  Castle  (Minister  of 
Transport)  and  read  a  second  time  on 
November  7  includes  provisions  intro- 
ducing the  annual  testing  of  goods 
vehicles  weighing  more  than  30  cwt. 
unladen.  The  aim  is  to  give  the  heavier 
vehicles  a  first  test  in  1968  and  1969 
and  to  have  the  annual  testing  in 
operation  by  1970.  It  is  also  proposed 
that  vehicles  are  to  carry  plates  indi- 
cating the  maximum  safe  weight  that 
can  be  carried.

Nearly  1,200  people  visited  the  exhibi- 
tion during  the  week,  including  700 
children  from  fourteen  schools.  On  the 
Saturday,  children  who  had  heard  of 
the  exhibition  through  their  schools 
are  understood  to  have  brought  along 
parents!  Alas,  on  the  same  afternoon — 
a  police  car  was  heard  touring  the 
streets  telling  the  public  that  a  brown 
bottle  containing  dangerous  green  tab- 
lets had  been  carelessly  lost — a  final 
demonstration  of  the  extent  to  which 
the  message  of  the  exhibition  needs  to 
reach  a  far  wider  public. 

FOUR  MIDDLESEX  BRANCHES 

Visit  to  Medical  Museum 

On  October  17  members  of  the  Har- 
row, Hounslow,  Wembley  and  West 
Middlesex  Branches  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  were  guests  of  the 
Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd.,  at  the 
Wellcome  Building,  London.  Mr.  J. 
W.  Barber-Lomax  (administrative  offi- 
cer), who  introduced  the  party  to  the 
Historical  Medical  Museum  and  Lib- 
rary, explained  that  the  first  part  had 
been  exhibited  in  a  hall  in  Wigmore 
Street  in  1913.  The  Wellcome  Building 
itself  had  been  opened  in  1932  osten- 
sibly to  house  the  museum,  library  and 
laboratories  of  tropical  medicine,  but 
parts  of  the  building  had  been  used 
since  the  1939-45  war  as  offices.  With 
the  removal  of  those  offices  to  a  new 
building  in  Euston  Road,  the  library 
had  more  room  for  expansion.  The 
library  included,  said  Mr.  Barber- 
Lomax,  about  250,000  historical  texts, 
some  dating  from  the  fourteenth  cen- 
tury. So  vast  was  the  collection  that 
only  a  small  proportion  could  be 
shown  at  any  one  time.  Usually  special 
displays  were  arranged  for  a  period  to 
link  up  with  important  medical  or 
scientific  congresses.  Of  particular  in- 
terest in  the  library  was  the  American 
Room  which  houses  a  rich  collection 
of  early  medical  Americana.  Before  the 
showing  of  the  film  "'Fundamental  Prin- 
ciples of  Immunisation"  refreshments 
were  served.  On  behalf  of  the  guests, 
Mr.  G.  Raine  (chairman,  Harrow 
Branch)  thanked  the  Foundation  for 
their    hospitality.   Mr.    H.    Lomas  (a 


director,  Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd., 
and  a  member  of  the  Branch)  answered 
questions  on  the  film. 

EPSOM 

"Medicines— With  Care" 

"It  was  the  sort  of  opportunity  that 
doctors  dream  about."  said  Dr.  Roger 
Watts,  a  general  practitioner  in  Epsom, 
when  speaking  at  the  opening  of  the 
"Medicines — With  Care"  exhibition 
presented  at  Epsom  on  Oct.  17  by  the 
local  branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  collaboration  w  th  the  Epsom 
and  Ewell  Home  Safety  Committee.  Dr. 
Watts  said  he  had  been  in  practice  in 
Epsom  for  only  ten  years,  but  during 
that  time  he  had  see  the  practical  side 
of  poisoning  tragedies.  Children  who 
were  ill  because  of  accidental  poison- 
ing were  the  most  heart-rending  cases 
he  had  to  deal  with.  He  gave  examples 
of  the  tragedies  that  had  occurred  in 
his  practice  —  of  the  grandchild  who 
had  found  his  grandparent's  red  sugar- 
coated  tablets,  of  "young  Tommy,"  who 
had  discovered  his  mother's  anti-de- 
pressant tablets  and  of  adults  who  had 
mistaken  a  white  liniment  for  an  indi- 
gestion mixture.  He  recommended 
parents  to  read  and  re-read  the  pam- 
phlets that  were  available  at  the  exhi- 
bition, and  to  note  the  recommendations 
in  them.  "It  is  easy  to  observe  them 
and  so  tragic  if  you  don't."  Dr.  Watts 
also  considered  that  the  tendency  by 
doctors  to  prescribe  tablets  in  relative- 
ly large  quantities  was  a  factor  in  the 
number  of  poisonings  that  were  taking 
place.  During  the  past  twelve  months 
fifty  children  in  Epsom  had  swallowed 
"things  like  turpentine,  disinfectant, 
mercury,  eucalyptus  oil,  and  aspirins" 
and  during  the  past  thirty  months 
Epsom  and  district  hospital  had  ad- 
mitted 215  cases  of  poisoning  among 
adults,  the  vast  majority  of  them  acci- 
dents. The  exhibition  was  opened  by 
the  mayor  of  Epsom  and  Ewell  (Mr.  H. 
W.  Davison)  who  pointed  out  that  in 
1963  more  people  died  through  acci- 
dental and  suicidal  poisoning  than  in 
motor-car  accidents.  Mr.  Allen  Ald- 
ington (a  member  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society's  Council)  explained 
that  the  exhibition  had  been  born  of 
an  idea  that  people  did  not  appreciate 
the  care  taken  in  the  manufacture  and 
distribution  and  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines. Modern  drugs  were  more  potent 
and  therefore  more  dangerous  than  "the 
old  medicines  we  used  to  use."  The 
exhibition  included  stands  by  the  St. 
John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society. 

GLAMORGAN  AND  MONMOUTH 

A  Wonderful  Thing 

"They  said  it  couldn't  be  done,  but 
look — there  are  nearly  550  here  en- 
joying themselves"  said  Mr.  Cromwell 
Morgan  at  the  extremely  successful 
ball  organised  by  pharmacists  in 
Glamorgan  and  Monmouthshire  at 
Cardiff  on  November  4.  Welsh  pride 
was  further  justified  and  sustained 
when  the  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  (Mr. 
J.   C.   Bloomfield)  described   it  as  a 
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wonderful  thing  to  see  so  many  phar- 
macists and  their  friends  thoroughly 
enjoying  themselves.  Both  he  and  his 
wife  (who  was  present  with  him)  had 
had,  he  said,  a  wonderful  time  in 
Cardiff  during  Conference  week  1965, 
and  they  had  been  pleased  indeed  to 
receive  the  invitation  to  become 
Cardiff's  guests  once  more.  All  but 
one  of  the  local  branches  had  helped 
in  the  present  venture,  which  he  hoped 
would  become  an  annual  function, 
with  possibly  every  South  Wales 
branch  contributing  to  its  success.  Mr. 
Cromwell  Morgan  who  had  intro- 
duced the  president  to  the  members 


WHILE  regretting  his  inability  to  dis- 
cuss any  official  memorandum  on  the 
proposed  new  medicines  legislation, 
since  the  government  still  considered 
it  confidential  Mr.  C.  C.  Stevens  (a 
member  of  Council)  was  able  to  give 
at  a  meeting  of  members  of  the  Slough 
Branch  of  Pharmaceutical  Society  on 
October  11,  some  idea  of  the  trend  of 
modern  pharmaceutical  legislation. 

If,  as  seemed  likely,  the  regulations 
paralleled  those  already  operating  in 
the  United  States,  said  Mr.  Stevens, 
it  was  inevitable  there  would  be  a 
rise  in  the  cost  of  medicines.  The 
emphasis  would  be  on  greater  control 
over  both  manufacture  and  distribu- 
tion, almost  certainly  in  some  form  of 
compulsory  licensing,  plus  compulsory 
inspection  (with  attendant  fees)  at  all 
stages.  As  in  many  countries  the 
pharmacist,  when  faced  with  a  test 
purchase,  would  have  to  pay  for  the 
analysis  (cost  up  to  £30  or  more)  and 
then,  if  the  preparation  was  below 
standard,  to  face  a  fine  in  addition. 

A  Compensating  Effect 

It  might  be  some  requital  that  the 
same  procedure  would  have  to  be  fol- 
lowed for  dispensing  doctors,  who 
could  no  longer  be  exempt  from  drug 
testing.  Perhaps  the  most  disturbing 
feature  was  that  a  pharmacist's  "own- 
name"  products  would  almost  certainly 
be  submitted  to  exactly  the  same  con- 
trols as  those  imposed  on  any 
proprietary  medicine  or  "ethical"  drug. 
That  could,  of  course,  mean  the  end 
of  that  type  of  product,  for  what 
private  man  could  furnish  the  evidence 
required  by  the  Dunlop  Committee  to 
prove  the  safety  and  efficacy  of  his 
preparation,  let  alone  afford  to  pay  the 
licence  fee  necessary  before  he  could 
continue  manufacturing  it?  If  the 
American  system  were  followed 
closely,  the  Committee  might  well  con- 
sider established  as  well  as  proposed 
new  preparations.  It  seemed  reason- 
able to  expect  a  clause  restricting  the 
sale  and  supply  of  medicines  to 
pharmacies  and  other  specified  outlets, 
but  it  was  equally  certain  that  there 
would  be  a  list  of  "exempted  products." 

No  doubt  some  trade  associations 
would  utilise  all  their  resources  to 
make  that  list  as  long  as  possible.  In 
Cyprus  a  list  of  that  kind  had  existed 
for  several  years.  It  contained  only 
forty  simple  remedies  and  no 
proprietary    products.    Answering  a 


and  their  friends,  thanked  him  for 
attending.

question  from  Mr.  Fox  on  the  future 
function,  if  any,  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  Mr.  Stevens  thought  the 
Society  would  probably  have  to 
become  more  like  the  General  Medical 
Council  or  British  Medical  Association. 

He  told  Mr.  A.  J.  Campbell  that  the 
pharmacist  could  expect  to  pay  for 
a  premises  licence  in  place  of  the 
present  premises  retention  fee,  and 
would  almost  certainly  require,  in  addi- 
tion, licences  for  any  "own-name" 
products  he  wished  to  prepare.  He  told 
Mr.  M.  V.  V.  Leggatte  it  was  un- 
certain when  the  regulations  were 
likely  to  become  law.  The  Government 
was  unlikely  to  publish  its  White 
Paper  before  the  Sainsbury  report 
became  available  in  March,  1967,  and 
it  seemed  unlikely  that  anything  could 
be  implemented  before  1968.  Mr.  R. 
Nixon  was  told  that  "counter  prescrib- 
ing" might  well  vanish.  Miss  M.  J. 
Hincks  was  informed  that  the  present 
exemption  of  hospital  pharmacies 
from  testing  procedures,  owing  to  their 
being  considered  Crown  property,  was 
unlikely  to  continue,  and  Mr.  Camp- 
bell that  an  Hospital  Management 
Committee  would  bear  the  ultimate 
responsibility  for  errors  made  in  the 
phaimacy  department.  The  reason  the 
Society  had  not  had  more  consulta- 
tions with  the  Government,  Mr.  Fox 
was  told,  could  be  because  the  Society, 
acting  as  a  body  representing  profes- 
sional men.  had  not  been  aggressive 
enough.  Mrs.  R.  E.  Camp  asked  why 
the  new  legislation  should  cause  the 
pharmacist  to  be  further  degraded. 

Mr.  Stevens  replied  it  was  one 
aspect  of  a  world-wide  "anti- 
medicine"  tendency.  People  were 
beginning  to  be  aware  of  their  grow- 
ing dependence  on  drugs  and  did  not 
like  it.  Governments  had  always  found 
drugs  and  medicines  good  political 
capital,  and  the  pharmacist,  in  parti- 
cular, an  easy  whipping-boy.  The 
situation  had  been  aggravated  by 
grocers'  having  adopted  the  quick- 
selling  lines  and  by  selling  them  at 
lower  margins  because  of  their  greater 
and  more  rapid  turnover,  creating  the 
impression  that  chemists  were  earning 
excessive  profits.  Mr.  Elliott  was 
told  that  he  could  do  nothing  as  a 
retailer  until  the  details  were  published.

Why  the  Policy  Changed 

Sir, — I  am  confident  that  the  deci-| 
sion  by  Keldon,  Ltd.,  to  alter  their  mar-1 
keting  policy  is  due,  not  to  the 
confusion  created  by  the  Nationl  Phar- 
maceutical Union  marketing  policy 
committee,  but  solely  to  the  apathetic 
attitude  adopted  by  a  large  proportion 
of  retail  chemists.  In  this  highly  com- 
petitive market,  large  companies  can- 
not afford  the  luxury  of  selective 
distribution  unless  they  receive  strong 
support  from  the  selected  stockists.  My 
staff  and  I,  sponsor  actively  such  pro- 
ducts as  Optrose  and  Fruvita — to  such 
an  extent  that  the  sales  are  almost  ex- 
clusive. Whereas  it  presents  no  difficul- 
ty for  me  to  order  several  gross  of  these 
products,  I  am  told  by  Messrs.  Keldon's 
representative  that  many  retailers 
tremble  at  the  thought  of  taking  \  doz. 
Fruvita.  Over  the  past  few  years 
Keldon,  Ltd.,  have  first  mailed  all  re- 
tail chemists,  requesting  their  support 
and  then  warned  them  of  the  conse- 
quences if  that  was  not  forthcoming. 
They  followed  up  the  letter  with  excel- 
lent money-off  promotional  packs.  The 
lack  of  response  has  obviously  led  to 
the  change  of  marketing  policy.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  letter  will  act  as  a 
stimulus  to  many  chemists.  There  may 
be  a  remote  possibility  that  Messrs. 
Keldon  might  reverse  their  decision 
provided  that  we  all  realise  where  the 
fault  lies,  and  take  active  steps  to 
remedy  this  situation.

POSSIBLE  COURSE  OF  NEW  LEGISLATION 

Slough  Branch  given  hints  of  what  to  expect 
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On  Not  Falling  Too  Far  Behind 

Being  concerned  with  a  continuously  and  rapidly 
extending  science-based  profession  pharmacists  have  a 
responsibility  to  be  assiduous  in  their  reading  in  order 
to  keep  reasonably  up-to-date  in  their  professional  acti- 
vities. The  task  can  be  onerous  but  is  essential  if  com- 
mercial and  professional  pitfalls  are  to  be  avoided.  Al- 
most as  important  is  the  need  for  "refreshers"  in  certain 
subjects,  otherwise  some  of  the  multitudinous  yet  essen- 
tial new  items  of  information  may  get  overlooked. 

A  priority  in  the  group  of  subjects  demanding  con- 
tinuous revision  is  forensic  pharmacy,  which  indeed 
is  at  the  core  of  pharmaceutical  responsibility. 

The  law  governing  the  sales  of  poisons  has  become 
so  complex  that  it  is  hardly  surprising  that  some  trans- 
actions tend  to  be  entered  into  inadvertently  that  do  not 
comply  strictly  with  every  labyrinthine  requirement  of 
the  legislation.  A  case  in  point  has  just  occurred.  The 
report  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  (see  p.  474)  discloses 
that  eighteen  pharmacists  are  having  to  be  reminded 
about  the  poisons  status  of  ergotamine  preparations. 
Those  substances  were,  in  fact,  placed  in  Part  B  of  The 
Fourth  Schedule  in  June  1965 — that  is  around  seventeen 
months  ago. 

The  problem  facing  pharmacists  in  trying  to  keep 
abreast  of  changing  condition  is  one  of  which  we,  as 
publishers  of  a  periodical  for  pharmacists  are,  of  course, 
acutely  aware.  It  is  worth  giving  a  reminder  that  one 
of  the  ways  in  which  we  attempt  to  alleviate  the  diffi- 
culties of  pharmacists  in  their  day-to-day  practice  is 
by  continuously  revising  and  checking  the  codings  given 
alongside  affected  entries  in  the  Chemist  and  Druggist 
Quarterly  Price  Uist  and  weekly  Cumulative  Price 
Changes.  More  importantly,  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  and 
Year-book  is  brought  up  to  date  at  each  new  edition 
and  one  of  its  sections  is  "Statutory  Poisons,  Great 
Britain." 

Advertisements  on  Premises 

A  tightening  up  of  the  law  on  town  planning  to 
require  traders  to  get  permission  for  all  types  of  adver- 
tising material  outside  their  premises  is  one  of  the  pro- 
posals now  before  Mr.  Anthony  Greenwood  (Minister 
of  Housing  and  Uocal  Government). 

The  ideas  have  been  submitted  in  a  report  by  the 
County  Planning  Officers'  Society  on  recommended 
amendments  to  the  control  of  advertisements  regula- 
tions.  The   Society  says   that   the   vast   majority  of 


"clutter"  comes  from  advertising  on  business  premises, 
connected  (somewhat  tenuously  sometimes)  with  goods 
sold  or  services  provided  there.  The  regulations  define 
the  limits  within  which  advertisements  may  normally  be 
displayed  without  express  consent  from  the  local  plan- 
ning authority  "but  these  limits  are  widely  drawn  and 
loosely  defined,  and  are  quite  inadequate  for  dealing 
with  the  intensive  competitive  advertising  of  today." 

According  to  the  Society,  a  drastic  tightening  up  of 
control  of  advertising  on  premises  would  in  no  way 
harm  the  interests  of  the  companies  concerned,  retailers 
or  the  national  economy.  One  idea  put  forward  is 
to  take  the  "extreme  line"  of  confining  shopkeepers  to 
display  their  name  and  trade  on  the  facia,  or,  if  there  is 
no  facia,  in  some  equivalent  position,  leaving  them 
under  the  obligation  to  apply  for  specific  consent  for 
all  other  advertisements. 

It  is  also  suggested  that  express  consent  should  be 
required  for  displays  on  return  walls  or  gable  ends  of 
shops  (unless  the  walls  contain  a  second  shopfront)  and 
for  advertisements  attached  to  garden  walls  or  fences, 
posts,  forecourts  or  any  other  part  of  premises  for 
which  at  present  exemption  may  be  claimed.  A  final 
suggestion  is  that  protection  of  specified  classes  should 
not  cover  banners,  pennants  or  other  signs  of  a  flexible 
nature,  or  spinning  or  other  moving  or  portable  signs 
but  should  be  confined  to  signs  of  permanent  material 
fixed  flat  on  the  face  of  the  shopfront  at  not  more  than 
facia  height. 

The  Society  recommends  that  if  those  suggestions  are 
accepted,  all  existing  signs  that  become  unauthorised  as 
a  result,  should  automatically  be  removed  after  a  mora- 
torium of,  say,  one  year,  unless  consent  had  been 
obtained  in  the  meantime.  Another  point  made  by  the 
Society  is  that  the  present  advertisement  challenge  pro- 
cedure is  extremely  cumbersome  and,  if  followed  by 
application  and  appeal,  can  drag  on  for  a  year  or  more. 
It  suggests  that  the  present  challenge  notice  should  be 
replaced  by  a  notice  against  which  notice  the  advertiser 
would  have  immediate  right  of  appeal,  calling  for  the 
removal  of  an  existing  advertisement  within  a  specified 
period.  The  Society  further  believes  that  the  whole 
effect  of  tidying  up  a  business  street  can  be  undermined 
by  window  stickers  fixed  to  the  inside  of  the  glass  of 
a  shop  window,  and  holds  that  such  displays,  if  readily 
visible  from  outside  the  building,  should  be  made  sub- 
ject to  challenge  on  the  same  lines  as  illuminated 
advertisements  within  a  building. 

It  would  appear  that,  in  its  laudible  endeavours  to 
"clean  up"  unsightliness,  and  especially  in  its  suggestions 
about  window  stickers,  the  County  Planning  Officers' 
Society  is  going  into  an  area  that  will  demand  the  most 
precise  definitions,  otherwise  pharmacists  and  others 
may  find  the  planning  authorities  added  to  the  growing 
list  of  those  who  supervise  how  and  what  they  may 
sell.

£5  PREMISES  FEES  CONFIRMED 

Warnings  about  ergotamine  sales  and  discussions  on  ephedrine 


THE  Privy  Council  has  approved  the  alteration  of  the 
by-laws  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  order  that 
premises  fees  may  be  at  £5  until  December  31,  1967. 
The  Council  was  given  that  information  at  its  meeting  on 
November  I  and  2,  during  discussion  on  the  minutes  of 
the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee. 

The  Law  Committee  minutes  were  presented  by  its 
ch  airman  (Mr.  D. 'E.  Sparshott).  During  September,  said 
the  report  the  premises  of  1,114  authorised  sellers  and  468 
traders  had  been  inspected,  and  sixteen  cases  of  alleged 
infringements  under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  1933 
had  been  considered.  Proceedings  were  recommended 
against  one  authorised  seller  and  one  trader  and  the  sending 
of  warning  letters  to  eight  authorised  sellers  and  six  traders, 
as  well  as  to  eighteen  pharmacists  about  ergotamine  pre- 
parations sold  since  those  products  had  been  placed  in 
Schedule  4b  in  June  1965. 

The  Committee  had  considered  proposals  submitted  by 
the  Association  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
concerning  the  declaration  of  the  composition  of  new  sub- 
stances in  accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  and  a  working  party 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Industries  Association  of  the  Euro- 
pean Free  Trade  Association  countries.  It  was  intended 
that  the  composition  of  new  products  should  be  declared  in 
terms  of  the  active  portion  of  the  drug  and  should  indicate 
the  form  in  which  the  active  portion  was  present  (salt,  base, 
alcohol,  etc).  It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Pharmacy  and 
Medicines  Act,  1941,  required  a  quantitative  disclosure  of 
the  substance  present  or  used  in  the  preparation.  The  com- 
mittee recommended  that  composition  should  be  disclosed 
in  terms  of  the  substance  present  or  used  in  the  preparation, 
and  that  the  equivalent  amount  of  the  active  portion  of 
the  molecule  could  be  stated  in  addition,  since  otherwise 
a  pharmacist  might  be  in  difficulty  deciding  which  salt 
should  be  dispensed  against  a  prescription. 

It  was  also  reported  that,  following  the  publication  of 
the  Home  Office  proposal  to  include  ephedrine  in  Schedule 
4b  of  the  Poisons  Rules,  the  secretary  of  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  had  asked  for  a  discussion  between  the 
N.P.U.  and  the  Society  on  ihe  matter.  It  was  recommended 
that  the  president  (Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield),  the  chairman  of 
the  Law  Committee  (Mr.  D.  E.  Sparshott)  and  Practice 
Committee  (Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr)  and  the  registrar  (Mr.  F.  W. 
Adams)  should  represent  the  Society  at  the  discussion. 
After  information  had  been  received  that  midwives  were 
being  supplied  by  pharmacists  with  sulphacetamide  eye 
drops  for  professional  use,  the  Central  Midwives  Board  had 
been  asked  whether  midwives  required  that  preparation  for 
use  in  their  profession.  The  Board  had  replied  that  it  was 
not  considered  the  duty  of  a  midwife  to  use  sulphacetamide 
eye  drops  except  on  the  directions  of  a  medical  practitioner. 
The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Registration 

The  chairman  of  Registration  Committee  (Mr.  J.  E. 
Balmford)  presented  its  minutes.  Twenty-nine  persons  had 
been  registered  as  "student-'  during  October,  bringing  the 
total  to  198  for  the  year,  against  384  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1965. 

Of  twelve  candidates  who  had  entered  for  the  Entrance 
examination,  in  Seotember,  one  had  failed  in  all  three  sub- 
jects. Of  those  taking  two  subjects,  one  had  passed  in  both 
and  three  in  one  subject  only.  Seven  had  entered  in  one 
subject,  of  whom  five  were  successful,  one  had  failed  and 
the  fifth  had  been  absent. 

It  was  reported  that  in  the  Qualifying  examination,  Part 


I,  held  in  September,  a  number  of  students  had  been 
unsuccessful  in  all  or  in  two  subjects,  with  the  result  that 
they  could  not  proceed  with  their  studies  for  the  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  diploma.  Letters  had  been  sent  to  the 
heads  of  the  schools  of  pharmacy  about  the  students  con- 
cerned; some  had  decided  to  abandon  their  studies  of 
pharmacy,  and  some  had  transferred  to  a  degree  course,  in 
which  they  would  complete  the  first  year. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Organisation  Com-  I 
mittee,  presented  by  its  chairman  (Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram), 
recorded  that  the  Branch  secretaries'  meeting  on  October  12 
had  been  attended  by  fifty-five,  against  seventy  in  1965. 

Suggested  terms  of  reference  were  recommended  for 
standing  committees.  Consideration  was  being  given  to 
the  preparation  of  lectures  for  the  general  public  on  subjects 
pertaining  to  pharmacy,  and  it  was  hoped  a  report  would 
be  available  for  the  Committee's  next  meeting. 

Dispensing  By  Doctors 

The  minutes  of  the  Practice  Committee,  together  with  I 
those  of  the  subcommittee  on  general  practice  and  agri-  I 
cultural  and  veterinary  practice,  were  presented  by  the  I 
chairman  of  the  Practice  Committee  (Mr.  J.  P.  Kerr)  A  I 
meeting  to  discuss  dispensing  by  doctors  was  being  arranged  I 
between    representatives    of    the    Pharmaceutical  Society, 
Central    N.H.S.    (Chemist    Contractors)    Committee  and 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  Mr.  J.  Wright  had  reported  from 
the  contractors'  committee,  that  the  Ministry  was  consider- 
ing whether  the  next  meeting  should  include  representatives 
of  the  medical  profession.  Under  the  heading  "Planned 
distribution  of  pharmacies"  it  was  reported  that  inquiries 
had  been  completed  on  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  Italy, 
Holland,  Belgium  Czechoslovakia,  France  and  West  Ger- 
many. A  reply  from  Spain  was  being  translated,  and  replies 
were  still  awaited  from  Denmark  and  Sweden.    It  was 
announced  that  the  Society  would  be  represented  at  a  con- 
ference  on  health   centres   on   November   24  under  the 
auspices  of  the  King  Edward  VII  Hospital  Fund.  It  was 
resolved  to  defer  consideration  of  a  letter  to  be  sent  to 
secretaries  of  branches  and  of  local  pharmaceutical  com- 
mittees on  the  subject  of  health  centres,  group  practices, 
redevelopment  and  new  estates  pending  a  report  on  the 
conference.  A  document  setting  out  the  position  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the  training  of  assistants  under 
the  Industrial  Training  Act   1964  had  been  received;  it 
recorded  that  an  approach  to  the  City  and  Guilds  Institute 
by  the  Pharmacy  Assistants'  Training  Board  for  an  offer  of 
examinations  leading  to  a  certificate  in  the  training  of 
pharmacy  technicians.  The  Committee  recommended  that 
the  Society's  status  as  an  observer  to  the  Board  should 
remain  unchanged.  Further  consideration  was  given  to  the 
inclusion  of  pharmacy  among  the  distributive  trades  under 
Jhe  Industrial  Training  Act.  The  Committee  regretted  that 
the  professional  nature  of  pharmacy  had  been  ignored  by 
the  Ministry  of  Labour  when  the  decision  had  been  made 
to  include  pharmacy  in  the  distributive  trades,  and  recom- 
mended approaches  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  exempt 
pharmacy  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Concern  was  expressed  at  the  increasing  number  of  fatal- 
ities among  children  caused  by  the  administration  to  them 
of  aspirin  tablets.  It  was  recommended  that  publicity 
should  be  given  to  the  subject  in  the  Society's  journal, 
urging  the  pharmacist  to  supervise  carefully  the  sale  of 
"junior"  aspirin  tablets  and  to  ensure  that  purchasers  were 
made  fully  aware  of  the  potential  dangers.  The  Society's 
inspector  (Mr.  J.  R.  Dale)  had  represented  the  Society 
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at  a  meeting  called  by  the  Home  Office  to  discuss  possible 
restrictions  on  the  sale  of  sodium  chlorate  because  of 
continued  accidents  from  its  misuse.  The  Home  Office  had 
powers  under  the  Consumers'  Protection  Act,  1961,  to  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  sodium  chlorate  should  be 
packed  and  labelled,  and  the  meeting  had  agreed  that  draft 
regulations  should  be  prepared  and  circulated  for  con- 
sideration by  the  bodies  concerned. 

The  report  on  the  N.H.S.  Drug  Testing  Scheme  in  Scot- 
land for  the  year  July  1965  to  June  1966  had  been  dis- 
cussed, with  special  attention  to  the  subject  of  containers 
for  medicines.  Publication  of  the  report  was  recommended, 
and  it  was  also  recommended  that  the  Society's  opinion 
that  folding  cardboard  containers  were  unsuitable  should  be 
made  known  to  Executive  Councils  in  Scotland. 

The  agricultural  and  veterinary  practice  subcommittee 
had  considered  a  pharmacist's  advertisements  in  farming 
journals  —  advertisements  that  did  not  conform  with  the 
draft  rules  for  advertising  by  pharmacists,  and  the  sub- 
committee resolved  that  it  could  not  recommend  any  modi- 
fication in  the  proposed  rules  for  advertisements  in  quasi- 
technical  journals.  The  recommendations  were  adopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  Ethical  Committee,  presented  by  its 
chairman  (Mr.  M.  Darling),  recorded  that  a  reference  to 
discount  on  the  annual  subscription  form  of  the  Chartered 
Society  of  Physiotherapy  had  been  discussed  with  its 
secretary  who  had  stated  that  the  subscription  form  was 
being  modified,  omitting  extraneous  information.  The 
reference  to  discounts,  worded  to  meet  the  views  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  would  be  included  in  a 
members'  handbook  that  was  being  prepared. 

The  Committee  had  considered  a  current  sales  promotion 
by  Vick  International,  Ltd.,  for  Vick  44  cough  linctus,

Treatise  on  Poisons  and  their  Antidotes;  by  Maimonides.

Throughout  the  ages  the  contribution  of  the  Jewish  people 
to  the  arts  and  to  learning  of  all  kinds  has  been  a  constant 
source  of  wonder,  taking  into  consideration  their  compara- 
tively small  numbers  and  bearing  in  mind  also  the  unsought 
and  undeserved  difficulties  under  which  they  have  laboured. 
The  most  recent  example  of  racial  intolerance,  persecution, 
and  bestial  attempts  at  annihilation  in  the  so-called  civilisa- 
tion of  the  twentieth  century  would  seem  to  be  quite  in- 
credible had  it  not  happened  in  our  own  time,  and  in  our 
own  experience.  But,  eight  centuries  before  the  advent  of 
Hitler,  Moses  Maimonides  —  offspring  of  a  cultured  and 
learned  line  —  was  forced  to  flee  his  native  city  of  Cordova 
for  the  country  of  Morocco.  Persecution  followed  him  there 
and  he  went  on  to  the  Holy  Land,  whence  he  travelled  to 
Egypt  to  become  one  of  the  most  skilled  and  famous 
physicians  of  all  time.  Maimonides  found  time  to  write 
learned  works  on  religion  and  philosophy,  in  addition  to 
enlightened  medical  works  far  in  advance  of  his  time.  What 
has  been  described  as  his  most  important  medical  work  — 
the  "Treatise  on  Poisons  and  their  Antidotes"  —  has  been 
published  in  an  English  translation  —  a  step  that  brings  a 
legendary  figure  to  life  and  presents  us  with  a  picture  of 
the  hazardous  existence  of  the  inhabitants  of  Egypt  in  the 
12th  century.  Snakebite  was  then  common,  and  medical 
attention  far  from  adequate  in  remote  areas.  In  those  cir- 
cumstances, Maimonides  saw  the  necessity  of  educating  the 
people  in  the  principles  of  first  aid,  in  which  the  drugs  in 
urgent  need  could  be  found  at  hand  and  galenicals  simply 
prepared.  At  medical  centres,  the  materia  medica  was  more 
complex,  for  it  had  long  been  the  practice  to  incorporate 
in  the  theriaca  ingredients  that  had  to  be  brought  from 
many  lands,  with  all  the  difficulties  of  primitive  transport. 
Pharmacists,  in  particular  those  of  veteran  status  or  near 
it,  will  be  fascinated  to  meet  again  in  the  book  drugs  that 
remained  familiar  800  years  after  the  time  of  Maimonides, 
among  them  the  root  of  Iris  florentina.  Inula  helenium, 


whereby  a  reply-paid  postcard,  distributed  from  door  to 
door,  enabled  a  free  trial  sample  to  be  obtained  by  post 
from  the  manufacturer.  It  was  resolved  to  write  to  the 
manufacturers  objecting  to  that  method  of  sales  promotion. 
Philips,  Scott  &  Turner,  Ltd.,  had  been  reported  to  be 
offering  a  pack  of  Kleenex  tissues  banded  to  a  standard 
pack  of  Coldrex  tablets,  and  a  letter  explaining  the  Council's 
view  on  such  promotions  had  been  sent  to  the  company. 

The  Committee  had  considered  the  use  of  place  names  in 
descriptions  of  pharmacies,  and  had  discussed  difficulties 
that  arose  in  applying  the  rule  given  in  paragraph  3  of 
the  Statement  upon  Matters  of  Professional  conduct.  It  was 
resolved  to  make  no  change  in  the  method  of  applying  the 
rule,  but  in  future  to  refer  difficult  cases  to  the  Committee. 
The  recommendations  Were  adopted. 

The  minutes  of  the  Parliamentary  Fund  Committee  were 
presented  by  the  President.  It  was  decided  that  the  Press 
Officer  should  make  known  to  Members  of  Parliament 
the  Society's  policy  on  aspects  of  pharmacy  in  which  they 
demonstrated  an  interest  by  tabling  questions  and  motions 
or  by  contributing  to  debate.  The  following,  it  was 
announced,  had  been  appointed  to  the  Poisons  Board: 
Messrs.  F.  W.  Adams,  Allen  Aldington,  J.  C.  Bloomfield, 
D.  W.  Craig,  A.  Duckworth  and  J.  Wright. 

In  a  reference  to  the  sudden  death  of  the  Society's 
solicitor  (Mr.  Arthur  Colin  Castle)  on  October  27,  The 
President  said  "He  was  a  charming  and  kindly  man  who 
gave  devoted  service  to  the  Society.  He  was  jealous  of 
his  position  and  reputation  as  the  Society's  solicitor,  and 
his  advice  was  invaluable.  Members  of  the  Council  and  the 
staff  have  lost  a  real  and  true  friend,  and  on  your  behalf  I 
extend  our  sincere  and  heartfelt  sympathy  to  his  widow 
and  family."    The  Council  stood  in  silent  tribute.

agrimony,  cinnamon,  valerian,  myrrh,  asafoetida,  henbane, 
castoreum,  cumin  and  many  others  still  in  use  less  than  half 
a  century  ago. 

The  poisonous  bites  of  snakes  and  insects  which  con- 
stituted an  abiding  hazard,  are  described,  together  with 
their  treatment,  but  it  is  obvious  that  the  dangers  to  life 
and  limb  were  not  confined  to  those  posed  by  vipers, 
scorpions  and  mad  dogs.  A  chapter  is  devoted  to  the 
precautions  deemed  advisable  if  there  were  thought  to  be 
a  possibility  of  deliberate  and  calculated  poisoning  of  food 
or  drink.  (There  appears  to  have  been  cause  for  suspicion 
and  caution.) 

The  second  part  of  the  volume  is  devoted  to  photographic 
copies  of  the  Hebrew  Arabic  text  of  a  manuscript  in  Paris, 
and  they  are  remarkably  clear  and  well  produced.  Intro- 
ductions to  the  treatise,  designed  to  give  the  reader  some 
insight  into  the  remarkable  character  of  Maimonides,  suc- 
ceed admirably  in  their  purpose.  The  observation  is  made 
by  the  editor  that  the  teachings  of  Maimonides  in  regard 
to  treatment  "by  cautery,  cutting,  sucking,  nursing  the 
wound,  vomitives,  antidotes,  diet,  keeping  the  patient  awake, 
sedatives  applied  to  the  spot  or  taken  internally  —  all 
hold  good  to  this  very  day."  Not  for  the  first  —  or  the 
last-time,  the  world  is  indebted  to  the  Jewish  race  for  a 
man  of  wide  culture  and  outstanding  brilliance.  Only  now 
is  his  wisdom  being  made  available  to  all  of  us,  and  I 
commend  the  book  to  those  who  have  an  interest  in  history, 
in  mankind,  and  in  the  long  traditions  of  medicine  and 
pharmacy.  — CCD.

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School  of  Pharmacy's  125th  Session 

OPENING  CEREMONY  AND  INAUGURAL  ADDRESS 


CHAIRMAN  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy, University  of  London  (Sir  Harry 
Jephcott),  welcoming  members  and 
friends  of  the  School  to  the  opening 
ceremony  of  the  1966-67  session  des- 
cribed it  as  "a  rather  special  occasion" 
that  could  be  described  as  the  "fifth 
silver  wedding  of  the  school."  At  the 
commencement  of  its  125th  session  the 
school  could  be  proud  of  its  long  and 
very  satisfactory  past  history,  he  said. 

In  his  report  on  the  work  of  the 
1965-66  session  the  dean  (Dr.  Frank 
Hartley)  announced  that  the  School 
council  had  unanimously  resolved  to 
offer  honorary  fellowship  of  the 
School  to  Sir  Harry  lephcott  "as  some 
small  recognition  of  the  School's  debt 
of  gratitude  to  him."  Since  becoming 
chairman  in  1948  Sir  Harry  had  "given 
unstintingly  of  his  time  and  thought 
to  our  affairs."  In  the  Spring  of  this 
year  a  magnificent  gift  of  silver  had 
been  received  by  the  School  from  Sir 
Harry,  a  gift  that  would  be  greatly 
treasured. 

More  Undergraduate  Places 

The  1966-67  session  saw  the  final 
stage  of  increasing  the  number  of 
undergraduates  to  a  total  maximum  of 
216.  During  the  new  quinquennium  it 
was  hoped  to  increase  the  number  of 
post-graduate  places  to  eighty-four  in 
accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Robbins  report.  In  spite  of  the 
six  months'  standstill  on  university 
building  about  which  concern  had  been 
felt  last  year  the  school  had  been 
allowed  to  complete  the  adaptations 
needed  to  fulfil  the  undergraduate  ex- 
pansion programme.  Main  problem  at 
present  was  shortage  of  space  for  staff 
research  and  post-graduate  training. 

Most  important  teaching  develop- 
ment during  the  past  session  was  the 
introduction  of  the  syllabus  leading  to 
the  new  First  University  examination 
that  replaced  the  school's  own  exami- 
nation at  the  end  of  the  first  year. 
During  the  coming  session  a  new  third 
year  syllabus  would  be  introduced  that 
included  pharmaceutical  formulation 
and  pharmacology  in  all  options  and 
introduced  an  option  covering  all  four 
fields  of  study.  Also  being  introduced, 
to  test  demand  and  confirm  the  work- 
load involved,  was  a  one-year  course 
leading  to  a  master's  degree  by  exami- 
nation in  pharmaceutical  engineering 
science.  If  justified  by  demand,  future 
provision  for  the  course  would  be  ap- 
preciably expanded.  Dr.  Hartley  refer- 
red to  the  death,  earlier  this  year,  of 
Sir  John  Gaddum.  a  former  professor 
of  pharmacology  at  the  School  and 
paid  tribute  to  the  work  of  his  succes- 
sor Professor  G.  A.  H.  Buttle,  who 
retired  in  September.  Professor  Buttle 
had  been  honoured  by  the  conferment 
of  the  title  of  emeritus  professor  by 
the  University.  New  head  of  the  de- 
partment is  Professor  E.  W.  Horton 
of  St.  Bartholomew's  Hospital  medical 
college  to  whom  Dr.  Hartley  extended 
a  cordial  welcome. 

In  the  final  examinations  at  the  end 
of  the  year  four  students  had  obtained 


first-class  honours,  thirty-five  second- 
class  honours  (fifteen  upper  division 
and  twenty  lower)  and  four  had  ob- 
tained a  pass  classification.  Twelve 
post-graduate  students  who  submitted 
theses  for  the  doctor  of  philosophy 
degree  were  each  successful.  Dr.  Hart- 
ley mentioned  the  "devoted  efforts"  of 
Mr.  J.  Rogers,  head  gardener  at  Myd- 
dleton  House  who  had  retired  on  Sep- 
tember 30  "after  a  life-time  of  service" 
and  "endorsed  most  heartily  the  well- 
merited  recognition"  of  the  efforts  of 
Dr.  L.  K.  Sharp  who  during  the  year 
had  been  elected  an  honorary  member 
of  the  students'  union. 

Sir  George  Godber  (chief  medical 
officer,  Ministry  of  Health)  then  pre- 
sented the  inaugural  address. 

Sir  George  said  he  had  been  told  he 
might  speak  on  some  aspects  of  the 
National  Health  Service.  Some  of  his 
hearers  would  be  entering  the  Service, 
in  the  hospital  service  or  in  the  phar- 
maceutical services  outside  the  hospital, 
others  would  be  working  in  their  pro- 
fession elsewhere.  He  thought  it  right 
to  look  upon  them  as  members  of  that 
"greater  medical  profession,"  as  Sir 
Theodore  Fox  had  described  the 
medical  and  other  professions  that 
made  up  what  were  sometimes  known 
as  "the  health  professions",  since 
wherever  they  might  work  it  was  likely 
to  be  related  in  some  way  to  medicine. 

"Our  common  field  of  work,"  said 
Sir  George,  "is  affected  by  two  different 
and  interdependent  things."  Those  two 
things  were  the  growth  of  medical  and 
allied  scientific  knowledge  (and  there- 
fore potential)  and  the  problems  of 
providing  to  the  British  public,  a 
universal  service  within  which  those 
scientific  resources  could  be  de- 
ployed. Put  thus  baldly  it  sounded 
about  as  human  as  the  generation  of 
electricity  and  the  National  Grid;  and 
that  was  where  the  health  professions 
came  in.  They  comprised  people  with 
different  trainings  but  with  certain 
humanitarian  ideals,  which  all  the 
allied  professions  developed,  who  must 
secure  the  application  of  science  and 
technologies  to  the  needs  of  people 
who  were  or  might  be  sick.  "In  a 
way  we  are  between  the  upper  and  the 
nether  millstone."  That  millstone  mar- 
ked "science"  became  bigger  every  day 
and  that  marked  "public  demand"  be- 
came more  sophisticated,  discerning 
and,  therefore,  persistent  at  a  less,  but 
still  tyrannical  pace.  That  dual  pressure 
presented  the  professions  jointly  with 
one  ineluctable  fact,  that  there  would 
never  be  enough  trained  professional 
time  to  carry  out  every  conceivable 
service  for  every  conceivable  person. 
A  balance  must  be  struck  between 
what  was  reasonable  and  practicable 
and  what  was  theoretically  within  the 
limits  of  professional  concern. 

"Overworked" 

That  was  not  a  new  experience  for 
the  health  professions.  It  was  part  of 
their  common  image  that  they  were 
overworked.  Possibly  they  sometimes 
cherished  that  particular  representation 


too  strongly,  but  there  were  other 
people  who  worked  hard,  and  some 
in  the  health  professions  did  not.  It 
was  broadly  true  nevertheless  that  in 
medicine  and  its  related  professions 
there  was  always  some  extra  effort  that 
could  be  made.  The  health  professions 
being  all  concerned  in  greater  or  less 
degree  in  giving  personal  services  be- 
came involved  in  the  misfortunes  of 
people  to  whom  they  were  rendering 
services.  To  some  extent  therefore  they 
carried  other  people's  burdens  and  ex- 
perienced some  of  their  stresses.  That 
had  to  be  kept  to  a  manageable  level, 
but  it  was  still  part  of  a  burden  that 
the  over-conscientious  man  could  make 
too  heavy  and  an  over-demanding 
patient  make  unbearable. 

Events  had  changed  the  nature  of 
some  of  the  relationships  both  within 
the  medical  and  allied  professions  and 
with  the  public.  Medicine  itself  seemed 
to  receive  its  old  respect  from  the 
public  but  its  position  in  relation  to 
the  other  professions  had  certainly 
changed,  and  the  public  attitude  was 
probably,  more  and  more  critical. 

More  Time  Per  Patient 

After  quoting  some  figures  illustrat- 
ing the  changes  that  had  taken  place 
Sir  George  went  on  to  say  that  on  the 
face  of  it  there  appeared  to  have  been 
a  redistribution  of  load  between  hospi- 
tal practice  and  practice  outside.  That 
appearance  was  deceiving,  however,  be- 
cause medical  science  had  changed  so 
much  that  the  amount  of  medical  time 
involved  in  attending  to  each  patient 
in  hospital  had  certainly  increased, 
even  if  the  time  there  had  been  shor- 
tened. Out-patient  consultations  had 
increased  slightly  more  than  the  in- 
crease in  population,  and  services  by 
general  practitioners  had  almost  cer- 
tainly increased  in  recent  years.  But 
in  many  conditions,  and  very  largely 
because  of  better  pharmacotherapy, 
more  could  be  done  to  relieve,  if  not 
to  cure,  the  patient.  So  there  were 
results,  and  often  quicker  results,  that 
could  not  have  been  had  in  1949. 

It  was  a  commonplace  that  medical 
knowledge  and  the  capacity  of  medical 
and  allied  sciences  to  prevent  and 
relieve  illness  had  increased  so  fast 
during  this  century  as  to  eclipse  almost 
all  previous  progress  in  therapy.  What 
was  not  always  realised  was  the  amount 
of  that  improvement  that  had  occurred 
during  the  period  that  the  National 
Health  Service  had  been  operating,  nor 
was  the  accelerating  pace  appreciated 
even  by  the  profession.  It  would  not 
slow  down  and  that  could  only  mean 
increased  demands  on  the  professions 
unless  the  new  techniques  gave  greater 
efficiency  and  quicker  action. 

Mentioning  that  hospital  staffs,  espe- 
cially junior  hospital  staffs  had  prob- 
ably had  to  face  an  increase  in  work 
greater  than  the  increase  in  available 
medical  manpower,  Sir  George  went 
on  to  discuss  "the  even  greater  growth 
which  has  occurred  in  the  share  of 
medical  care  taken  by  other  profes- 
sions, including  your  own."

Between  1949  and  1965,  medical  and 
dental  staff  time  available  had  in- 
creased by  two  thirds  while  the  time 
of  other  professional  and  technical 
staff  increased  by  nearly  twice  that 
fraction.  In  the  same  period  nursing 
and  midwifery  staff  time  increased  by 
barely  half.  However,  not  the  manner 
but  the  extent  of  that  increase  under- 
lined the  changes  in  medical  care.  In 
hospitals,  the  increase  had  been  greater 
in  junior  than  in  senior  medical  staff, 
because  it  was  the  house  officers  and 
the  registrars  whose  constant  attention 
was  essential  when  new  remedies, 
medical  or  surgical,  of  far  greater 
potency  than  those  formerly  used,  must 
be  applied  and  controlled.  It  followed 
that  that  the  diagnostic  services,  espe- 
cially pathology,  must  be  more  heavily 
used  and  "'it  equally  follows  that  your 
profession  carries  a  greater  burden  of 
responsibility.  More  powerful  drugs 
need  exact  measurement  and  close  con- 
trol in  use.  just  as  much  as  more  power- 
ful aeroplanes  with  higher  landing 
speeds  need  closer  control."  Of  the 
thirty  kinds  of  professional  and  techni- 
cal workers,  in  addition  to  doctors  and 
nurses,  shown  in  the  tables  given  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  Annual  Report  for 
1965  every  one  had  shown  an  increase 
during  the  year  except  pharmacists,  dis- 
pensing opticians  and  dental  hygienists. 
The  total  given  in  the  term  "whole 
time  equivalents"  increased  from  26,446 
to  27,814  in  the  last  complete  year, 
1965.  The  largest  single  increase  was  in 
medical  laboratory  technicians.  To  the 
question  whether  that  meant  dilution  in 
medical  work  Sir  George  would  reply 
that  in  a  way  it  did.  But  it  also  meant 
that  many  techniques  were  being  used 
by  people  who  were  not  medically  quali- 
fied, but  who  because  of  their  con- 
centration on  their  own  subjects  were 
more  technically  competent  than  any 
doctor  would  be.  It  was  not  dilution 
in  terms  of  skills  and  time,  it  was 
diversification. 

Increasing  Specialisation 

There  had  been  an  even  more  im- 
portant qualitative  change.  Medicine, 
particularly  as  practised  in  hospital, 
had  become  much  more  specialised.  The 
three-fifths  increase  at  consultant  level 
had  been  proportionately  greatest  in  the 
most  highly  specialised  fields  like  neuro- 
surgery, chest  surgery,  plastic  surgery, 
chemical  pathology  and  orthodontics. 
Specialities  like  cardiology  and  urology 
had  largely  become  separated  from 
general  medicine  and  general  surgery. 
But  the  large  numerical  increases  had 
been  in  anaesthetics,  pathology  and 
psychiatry.  Substantial  specialities  in 
1949,  they  had  needed  the  largest  num- 
ber of  recruits.  General  surgery  now 
stood  fourth  in  the  number  of  con- 
sultants it  employed. 

The  non-medical  scientists,  too,  espe- 
cially the  biochemists,  the  physicists 
and  even  the  mathematicians,  were  be- 
ginning to  play  a  much  more  direct 
part.  Obviously  pharmacy  must  also 
be  carrying  out  a  far  more  specialised 
function,  of  greater  direct  help  to  medi- 
cine, than  it  could  before  the  days  of 
drugs  which,  because  they  had  such 
power  for  good,  must  necessarily  carry 
greater  risks.  Improved  nursing  had 
shared  in  the  same  changes.  There  were 


still  backwoodsmen  in  the  medical  pro- 
fession who  decried  those  changes,  not 
yet  accepting  that  they  were  essential 
to  medical  progress;  just  as  similar 
changes  had  been  essential  to  progress 
in  the  other  sciences.  They  were  right 
to  warn  that  it  was  a  patient  not  a 
disease  that  was  under  treatment  but 
they  did  not  seem  to  have  appreciated 
the  other  and  inevitable  consequence. 
Specialisation  meant,  not  separation 
but  a  greater  degree  of  inter-depend- 
ence between  the  specialists. 

The  point  he  was  trying  to  make 
emphasised  Sir  George  "is  that  you, 
who  are  going  into  the  one  of  the 
professions  which  I  like  to  regard  as 
within  a  greater  medical  profession, 
will  find  many  others  in  a  similar  re- 
lationship with  medicine  itself  in  turn 
becoming  a  composite  exercise  rather 
than  one  of  a  one  man  band." 

A  further  consequence,  as  yet  hardly 
faced  in  this  country  at  all,  outside 
academic  departments,  was  that  if  the 
number  of  individuals  taking  part  in 
the  same  exercise  multiplied,  there  must 
be  better  organisation.  He  did  not  be- 
lieve the  best  use  was  yet  being  made 
of  the  scientific  facilities  we  deployed. 

Better  use  must  be  made  of  pro- 
fessional time,  whether  medical  or  non- 
medical. The  use  of  more  sophisticated 


technology  in  the  laboratory,  in  patient 
monitoring,  in  the  analysis  and  organi- 
sation of  professional  work  must  cer- 
tainly be  expected.  More  hospital 
building  would  be  needed;  even  more 
so  would  new  group  practice  premises 
and  health  centres  with  provision  for 
the  other  professions  in  them  be  re- 
quired. The  aim  must  be  a  further 
concentration  of  services,  so  many  of 
which  were  inter-dependent,  so  that 
they  provided  a  more  comprehensive 
service  for  patients,  even  if  that  might 
mean  longer  journeys  to  reach  them. 
A  time  was  coming  in  the  Health  Ser- 
vice when  the  old-fashioned  physical 
structure  must  be  recast,  as  was 
already  beginning,  into  something 
based  upon  district  general  hospitals 
and  associated  health  centres  or  group 
practices,  postgraduate  medical  insti- 
tutes at  all  the  district  general  hos- 
pitals, regional  centres  and  university 
schools  with  real  attachment  to  the 
regions  of  which  they  were  part.  Sir 
George  expressed  a  hope  that  many 
of  his  hearers  would  have  a  share  in 
that  service,  because  he  believed  the 
health  professions,  together,  could 
produce  within  the  National  Health 
Service  a  better  all-round  standard  of 
health  care  for  Britain  than  any  other 
country  would  enjoy. 


"WHAT  IS  A  GOOD  HOSPITAL?" 

Sydney  Body  lecture,  1966 


THE  Sydney  Body  lecture.  1966.  was 
given  at  the  general  hospital  Roch- 
ford,  Essex,  on  October  21,  by  Mr. 
Philip  H.  Constable,  O.B.E.  (secre- 
tary of  Teaching  Hospitals  Associa- 
tion), its  title  "What  is  a  Good 
Hospital?"  Mr.  Constable  said  that  a 
district  hospital  was  an  element  or  an 
agent  in  a  regional  pattern.  In  turn  it 
operated  under  the  guidance  and  direc- 
tion of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  under 
a  Minister  directly  answerable  to 
Parliament.  Belief  in  the  confidential 
doctor/patient  relationship  continued, 
and  the  policy  therefore  was  not  to 
direct  every  sick  person  towards  the 
hospital  as  in  some  Continental  coun- 
tries, but  rather  to  use  the  services  of 
both  the  general  medical  practitioner 
and  the  public  health  services  so  that 
the  hospital  might  more  freely  carry 
out  the  services  best  suited  to  its  foun- 
dation. 

The  need  for  some  criteria  with 
which  to  gauge  a  hospital's  perform- 
ance was  accepted,  as  was  the  need  to 
determine  how  money  was  best  spent. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  required  it.  the 
hospital's  governing  body  and  the  staff 
accepted  it. 

Finding  a  Yardstick 

To  arrive  at  a  recognised  quantita- 
tive standard  against  which  comparable 
quantities  could  be  assessed  was  more 
difficult  in  hospital  than  elsewhere. 
There  was  no  "model"  hospital,  no 
generally  accepted  "good"  hospital, 
with  which  to  make  comparison: 
no  profit  and  loss  account.  Three  main 
aspects  to  assess  were  the  extent  to 
which,  in  co-operation  with  other  agen- 
cies, the  hospital  contributed  to  the 
medical  care  of  the  community; 
whether  those  aims  were  achieved 
economically;  and  the  extent  to  which 


concern  was  shown  for  the  patients' 
welfare. 

The  tripartite  system  under  which 
the  National  Health  Service  operated, 
general  medical  practice,  public  health 
or  preventive  medicine,  and  hospitals, 
remained  under  regular  criticism.  In 
its  place,  some  form  of  area  board  of 
health  answerable  for  all  three  services 
was  most  often  advocated;  less  fre- 
quently it  was  suggested  that  the  res- 
ponsibilities should  be  handed  over  to 
existing  local  government  authorities. 
There  was  no  sign  that  any  such 
changes  were  likely  in  the  next  ten  years, 
and  people  thought  that  the  apparently 
clumsy  and  wasteful  division  could  be 
made  to  work  without  new  legislation 
by  better  co-operation  and  better  com- 
munication. Studies  and  experiments 
were  going  on  in  that  field. 

Place  of  the  General  Practitioner 

Ideally,  in  the  British  system,  with 
the  personal  doctor  as  a  sheet-anchor, 
a  hospital  should  offer  the  general 
medical  practitioner  all  the  assistance 
he  might  need  in  diagnostic  aids; 
should  always  respond  to  his  requests 
for  a  patient's  admission  in  emergency; 
should  invariably  notify  him  of  a 
patient's  pending  discharge,  transfer,  or 
other  event  of  concern  to  the  doctor, 
and  should  give  him  a  full  and  faith- 
ful account  of  his  patient  on  discharge. 
It  should  also  offer  him  a  chance  to 
serve  in  some  form — clinical  assistant- 
ship — or  otherwise  welcome  him  into 
the  hospital,  and  even  let  him  share  in 
the  treatment  in  some  cases.  The  doc- 
tor in  general  practice  should  be  pre- 
pared to  take  back  into  his  care 
patients  for  whom  hospital  attention 
was  no  longer  necessary. 

It  was  an  inescapable  moral  obliga- 
tion  upon   the   governing   body  and 
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management  to  make  the  best  use  of 
the  resources  in  beds,  out-patient  and 
casualty  departments,  diagnosis  and 
treatment.  Commonly  used  indices  of 
"efficiency"  were  the  average  number 
of  available  beds  that  were  occupied 
daily;  the  time  between  discharge  of 
one  patient  and  admission  of  another; 
the  average  length  of  stay  under  broad 
headings;  the  number  of  new  out- 
patients who  attended  and  the  num- 
ber of  their  subsequent  attendances; 
and  similar  figures  for  emergency  and 
accident  and  treatment  departments. 
Against  those  there  was  then  given  a 
"cost,"  which  appeared  in  the  large 
books  provided  annually  under  many 
subjective  headings  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  which  also  gave  regional 
averages.  The  figures  were  not  so 
widely  misleading  as  at  one  time. 

They  might  conceal  misuse  of  beds 
by  premature  admission  or  discharge, 
or  by  prolongation  of  stay  in  hospital. 
The  application  of  "norms"  of  good 
practice,  might  come  nearer  to  the 
ideal.  So  far  that  method  had  been 
applied  only  to  the  cost  of  food.  When 
it  came  to  nursing,  different  degrees  of 
nursing  skill  were  required  for  varying 
groups  of  patients.  Upon  whose  stan- 
dard of  service  was  the  reckoning  to  be 
made?  Somewhere  along  that  line 
better  answers  were  to  be  found  than 
were  in  use  at  present.  The  statistical 
return  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  would  best  be  dealt  with  by 
computer  methods. 

It  had  been  argued  in  a  Lancet 
article  that  there  was  an  unwritten 
bargain  with  the  patient.  "Come  into 
hospital  and  we  will  see  you  through." 
But  the  patient  passed  through  many 
medical  hands.  He  might  go  home  a 
little  bewildered,  afraid,  and  ignorant 
of  what  the  investigations  had  shown, 
of  what  the  doctors  really  thought,  and 
what  the  outlook  was  in  terms  of  life 
or  health,  all  because  no  one  had  taken 
the  trouble  to  explain  the  aims  and 
results  of  hospital  investigation,  to 
answer  his  questions  and  put  anxiety  at 
rest. 

But  a  general  practitioner  could  not 
help  without  a  proper  report  from  the 
hospital.  "It  is  a  failure  in  medical 
co-ordination,"  the  author  had  said.  It 
still  occurred.  The  responsibility  lay 
with  the  consultant.  Improvements 
would  come  from  better  selection, 
training,  development  and  appointment 
of  hospital  administrators  and  nursing 
staffs,  and  by  training  hospital  doctors 
in  management.  Further  development 
would  include  the  heads  of  the  spheres 
of  work  in  the  hospital  other  than  the 
three  mentioned  (e.g.  finance,  phar- 
macy, engineering,  catering,  supply,  the 
medical  social  service  and  medical 
record).  If  the  disciplines  were  mixed, 
then  the  courses  would  be  even  more 
valuable. 

Ensuring  Patients'  Comfort 

A  watchword  might  be  "let  the 
patient  sleep."  The  hospital  should  be 
a  quiet  and  safe  place.  The  good  hos- 
pital would  be  liberal  about  visiting 
times,  especially  to  children.  The 
patient's  day  would  start  at  a  civilised 
hour,  and  meals  and  bed-time  would 
follow  pretty  closely  what  he  was 
accustomed  to  at  home.  A  stay  of  a 


week  or  so  in  a  general  hospital 
ought  not  to  mean  a  new  way  of  life — 
merely  an  interlude.  For  those  who 
were  wakeful — at  any  hour — the  chance 
to  switch  on  a  light  and  read — without 
disturbing  the  ward,  should  be  pro- 
vided. 


THE  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Congress 
devoted  one  evening  to  a  discussion  on 
the  White  Paper  on  the  Health  Services. 
First  contribution  was  a  lecture 
entitled  "The  White  Paper  —  New 
Responsibility  for  Pharmacists"  by  the 
principal  officer  of  the  Department  of 
Health  (Dr.  B.  Hensey).  Having  re- 
viewed the  White  Paper,  Dr.  Hensey 
said  it  was  proposed  to  transfer  the 
administration  of  the  health  services 
from  local  authorities  to  regional 
boards  and  to  introduce  further  mea- 
sures relating  to  "pep  pills."  In  the 
matter  of  drug  safety  new  responsibili- 
ties would  fall  on  pharmacists.  While  it 
was  clear  that,  in  populous  areas,  a 
choice  of  doctor  could  readily  be  pro- 
vided, in  a  number  of  rural  areas 
special  allowances  would  have  to  be 
paid  to  the  doctors.  Under  the  present 
arrangement  dispensary  doctors  dispen- 
sed medicines  and  drugs  in  520  out  of 
the  total  of  627  dispensaries.  The  new 
scheme  would  probably  make  the 
development  of  central  pharmacies 
desirable. 

The  Department  genuinely  desired  a 
satisfactory  arrangement  whereby  retail 
pharmaceutical  chemists  would  supply 
drugs  under  the  general  medical  service 
except  in  remote  areas.  In  those  the 
doctors  would  still  be  required  to  dis- 
pense drugs  and  medicines. 

Pharmacies  as  the  "Normal  Channel" 

It  was  intended  that  the  central  phar- 
macy for  a  region  should  be  the  normal 
channel  through  which  drugs  under 
the  public  service  would  reach  the  com- 
munity pharmacist  and  that  stocks  of 
such  drugs  would  be  kept  separate 
from  private  supplies.  Up  to  the  stage 
at  which  the  prescription  was  being 
filled,  the  channel  would  be  much  the 
same  as  under  the  present  service,  and 
the  contract  system  would  be  retained. 
At  present  about  £800,000  worth  of 
drugs  was  bought  annually  for  the  gene- 
ral medical  service,  roughly  £400,000 
being  for  contract  items.  While  the 
Department  felt  the  contract  system  had 
many  advantages,  it  was  prepared  to 
discuss  the  relative  merits  of  the  var- 
ious systems  and  was  at  present  doing 
so  in  meetings  with  manufacturers  and 
wholesalers.  Currently  about  29  per 
cent,  of  the  population  was  eligible  for 
the  service  but  the  proposed  new  legis- 
lation would  revise  the  classes  eligible. 
The  level  decided  on  would  be  highly 
significant  for  pharmacists.  If  it  resul- 
ted in  most  of  the  population  being 
within  the  service,  big  inroads  would 
be  made  into  revenue  from  private 
doctors'  prescriptions.  It  was  important, 
therefore,  to  emphasise  that  no  wide 
extension  of  the  eligible  group  was  pro- 
posed. The  intention  was  rather  that 
the  service  would  continue  to  be  avail- 


To  sum  up,  the  good  hospital  was 
one  that,  in  a  congenial  environment, 
best  enabled  the  skills  and  judgment  of 
the  doctor  and  the  skill  and  care  of  the 
nurse  and  others  to  come  to  bear  upon 
the  patient's  needs — quickly,  efficiently, 
and  with  economy. 


able  only  to  a  minority.  That  would 
also  apply  to  the  supply  of  free  drugs 
and  medicines.  Help  for  hardship  cases 
had  cost  £18,000  in  1965.  The  new  sys- 
tem would  enable  persons  outside  the 
group  ordinarily  entitled  to  help  to 
obtain  it  where  expenditure  exceeded  a 
certain  sum  in  fixed  periods.  It  was  not 
expected  the  scheme  would  affect  sub- 
stantially the  ordinary  private  supply 
of  prescribed  drugs  to  people  outside 
the  lower  income  group,  as  health 
authorities  would  still  become  involved 
only  in  cases  of  hardship 

Dr.  Hensey  concluded,  "It  is  not  only 
pharmacists  who  have  new  responsibili- 
ties. I  think  it  will  be  the  responsibility 
of  all  concerned  to  work  out  these  new 
arrangements  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  public.  I  am  confident  in  this  res- 
pect that  the  negotiations  with  the 
pharmacists  will  continue  in  the  co- 
operative way  in  which  they  have  com- 
menced, and  that  the  service  which 
will  emerge  will  eventually  be  such  as 
to  best  serve  the  public." 

Pharmacists'  Own  Viewpoint 

Dr.  W.  E.  Boles  next  dealt  with  the 
effects  of  the  White  Paper  from  the 
community  pharmacist's  viewpoint.  To 
the  pharmacist,  he  said,  the  regula- 
tions governing  the  statutory  controls 
on  the  sale  of  drugs  appeared  as  "an 
encircling  tangle  of  barbed  wire,  with 
all  the  barbs  pointing  at  us."  The  phar- 
macist who  endeavoured  to  observe  the 
letter  of  the  law  meticulously  had  re- 
ceived little  practical  help.  No  refer- 
ence work  collating  the  regulations 
in  a  simple,  useful  manner,  was  readily 
available,  and  he  believed  many  abuses 
were  due  to  errors  of  interpretation 
and  confusion.  While  it  was  necessary 
to  legislate  against  the  possession  of 
"pep  pills,"  he  thought  the  proposals 
did  not  go  far  enough,  though  the  new 
legislation  might  even  make  the  posses- 
sion of  any  scheduled  drug  by  an  un- 
authorised person  an  offence.  He 
would  have  liked  it  "spelt  out"  that 
pharmacists  would  be  appointed  to  the 
new  regional  boards,  and  regarded  it  as 
essential  that  the  handling  and  storage 
of  drugs  and  medicaments  in  the 
depots  should  be  either  under  direct 
control,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
pharmacist,  or  at  least  open  to  inspec- 
tion by  pharmacists. 

Dr.  Boles  said  that  pharmacists  had 
always  resented  the  two-tier  price  sys- 
tem under  which  the  Department  was 
able  to  buy  many  items  at  a  much 
lower  price  than  the  chemist.  It  seemed 
logical  to  assume  that  the  higher  prices 
paid  by  community  pharmacists  were 
indirectly  subsidising  the  dispensary 
system.  He  did  not  think  a  pharmacist 
should  have  the  responsibility  for  ar- 
ranging for  the  supply  of  drugs  to  his 
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pharmacy  under  the  new  scheme.  His 
responsibility  should  begin  only  after 
ley  had  arrived. 

Only  about  one  in  every  six  dispen- 
saries at  present  had  a  pharmaceutical 
service.  In  the  remainder  the  doctor's 
time  available  for  consultation  and 
diagnosis  was  reduced  by  doing  work 
that  should  be  done  by  a  pharmacist. 
Any  pharmacist  who  elected  to  serve  a 
remote  rural  area  deserved  special  con- 
sideration. Under  the  service  it  would 
be  the  prime  responsibility  of  the  phar- 
macist —  "moral,  professional  and 
ethical"  —  to  dispense  exactly  what  the 
doctor  prescribed. 

Dr.  Boles  looked  forward  to  the  day 
"when  we  shall  have  one  more  custo- 
mer —  the  State." 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  asked  if  it  were 
not  significant  that,  while  it  had  been 
definitely  stated  in  the  White  Paper 
that  a  choice  of  doctor  would  be  as- 
sured, there  was  nothing  so  specific  in 
relation  to  the  pharmacist,  that  being 
only  promised  "if  a  satisfactory,  suit- 
able and  economic  arrangement  were 


arrived  at."  If  medical  practitioners 
were  to  be  subsidised  in  remote,  un- 
economic areas,  it  was  also  possible  to 
subsidise  the  pharmacist. 

Mr.  T.  MacG.  Riogh,  who  asked 
if  it  was  the  intention  to  have  duplica- 
tion of  stocks  in  areas  where  there 
were  too  many  outlets,  was  told  by 
Dr.  Hensey  that  the  Department  would 
probably  be  guided  by  what  pharma- 
cists thought. 

When  Mr.  M.  L.  Cashman  (president 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland)  suggested  that  too  many 
county  councillors  might  not  make  for 
the  most  efficient  regional  boards,  Dr. 
Hensey  said  that,  while  it  was  intended 
that  county  councillors  should  be  in 
the  majority,  there  was  still  room  for 
professional  representation. 

Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelley  pointed  out 
that,  when  a  central  sterilisation  unit 
had  been  set  up  in  Dublin  recently  no 
pharmacist  had  been  called  for  inter- 
view, though  several  had  applied.  It 
should  be  obvious  to  the  Department 
that,  without  the  advice  of  a  pharma- 


cist, the  regional  boards  would  not 
function  as  efficiently  as  they  should. 
The  idea  of  establishing  a  drug  quality 
bureau  had  originated  with  the  Society, 
and  he  regretted  that,  when  the 
National  Drugs  Advisory  Board  had 
been  established,  no  practising  pharma- 
cist had  been  appointed  to  it,  though 
two  other  pharmacists  were  members. 

Dr.  Hensey  was  sure,  he  told  Mr. 
Meagher,  that  the  Department  would 
be  only  too  willing  to  allow  pharma- 
cists to  engage  in  boosting  health  cam- 
paigns and  the  society's  President 
assured  the  Department  that  pharma- 
cists would  co-operate  fully  to  produce 
an  efficient  service.  "Our  intention  is  to 
play  a  part  in  providing  a  national 
pharmaceutical  service  for  all  sections." 

Mr.  J.  E.  Burrell  (the  Association's 
president)  said  that  the  most  pleasing 
feature  of  the  scheme  was  that  the 
Department  was  now  prepared  to  con- 
sult those  concerned  with  implementing 
the  new  service.  He  hoped  present 
negotiations  would  be  brought  to  a 
fruitful  conclusion. 


How  Pharmacy  is  Practised  in  France 

FRANCO-BRITISH  COMMISSION  LECTURE 


"ALL  pharmacists  in  the  Common 
Market  countries  are  fundamentally  in 
favour  of  adopting  the  French  system 
or  something  akin  to  it,"  said  Monsieur 
J.  Brudon  (a  member  of  Council, 
Ordre  National  des  Pharmaciens  de 
France)  when  he  addressed  a  meeting 
of  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association 
and  Liverpool  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  on  October  14. 

The  time  was  drawing  near  for  the 
introduction  of  uniformity  into  Euro- 
pean pharmacy.  "We  fervently  hope 
that  the  first  measures  taken  in  Brussels 
will  live  up  to  our  expectations,  and 
that  the  system  established  by  the 
European  community  will  preserve  the 
prestige,  worth  and  liberal  character  of 
the  pharmaceutical  profession." 

M.  Brudon  hoped  British  pharma- 
cists would  "successfully  traverse  the 
long  and  difficult  path  leading  to  that 
European  pharmaceutical  community 
to  which  the  United  Kingdom  must 
surely  belong." 

Restraints  on  Ownership 

M.  Brudon  reviewed  conditions  re- 
lating to  pharmacists  in  France — legis- 
lation, qualifications,  ownership  of 
pharmacies,  supply  of  medicines  under 
the  French  equivalent  of  the  National 
Health  Service,  and  the  extent  to  which 
co-operative  pharmacies  had  developed 
in  France.  To  buy  or  open  a  pharmacy, 
he  said,  one  must  be  a  pharmacist,  not 
less  than  twenty-five  years  of  aee.  and 
a  member  of  the  Ordre  des  Pharma- 
ciens. A  pharmacist  could  own  only 
one  pharmacy,  but  mutual-benefit  and 
miners'  benevolent  societies  were  per- 
mitted to  own  a  number  of  dispens- 
aries. In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a 
proprietor  his  heirs  could  engage  a 
pharmacist  as  manager  and  several 
pharmacists  might  jointly  run  a  phar- 
macy. A  limited  liability  company 
could  own  a  pharmacy  provided  all 
the  shareholders  were  pharmacists  and 


that  the  company  was  under  the  man- 
agement of  one  or  more  of  the  share- 
holding pharmacists.  Mutual-benefit 
miners'  social-security  and  hospital 
pharmacies  must  be  under  the  manage- 
ment of  a  pharmacist.  Mutual-benefit 
societies  were  only  permitted  to  serve 
their  own  members. 

A  Rigid  Principle 

"With  but  few  departures  we  have 
managed  to  preserve  the  principle  of 
inseparability  of  ownership  and  man- 
agement. We  feel  we  must  adhere 
rigidly  to  this  principle  in  the  interest 
of  public  health."  It  was  virtually  in- 
evitable that,  if  pharmacies  were 
owned  by  purely  commercial  com- 
panies, employee  pharmacists  would 
rapidly  find  themselves  under  pressure 
to  increase  the  turnover  and  the  profit- 
ability of  their  pharmacies.  That  could 
easily  turn  out  to  be  to  the  detriment 
not  only  of  the  sick  but  also  of  those 
in  good  health.  It  was  concern  for 
public  health  that  had  led  to  the  adop- 
tion in  France  of  the  principle  of  the 
distribution  of  pharmacies. 

After  dealing  with  products  that 
pharmacists  had  the  sole  right  to  sell, 
and  exceptions  to  that  monopoly,  M. 
Brudon  explained  the  legal  definition 
of  medicaments  would  undergo  amend- 
ments within  the  next  few  years.  A 
"directive"  issued  under  the  aegis  of  the 
Common  Market  would,  in  fact,  soon 
come  into  force.  Under  it  the  term 
"medicament"  would  embrace  a  greater 
number  of  dietetic  and  veterinary 
products  than  were  at  present  included 
in  that  category. 

Whether  the  pharmacist  sold  many 
goods  not  covered  by  the  monopoly 
rather  depended  on  the  outlook  of  the 
individual  pharmacist.  Some  so-called 
"commercial"  pharmacies — for  instance 
in  large  towns,  seaside  and  mountain 
resorts  and  spas — accounted  for  almost 
half  of  their  turnover  by  the  sale  of 


non-monopoly  goods."  Those  goods 
their  colleagues  were  able  to  reach  an 
Ordre  des  Pharmaciens,  who  had  to 
strike  a  balance  between  ensuring  that 
their  colleagues  were  able  to  reach  an 
adequate  turnover  (which  many  found 
impossible  without  the  additional 
revenue  from  such  goods)  and  the  need 
to  restrict  the  sale  from  pharmacies  of 
goods  that  would  lower  the  standing 
of  the  profession  in  the  eyes  of  the 
public.  It  was  believed  that  a  freely 
accepted  professional  discipline  would 
allow  for  certain  types  of  product  to 
be  kept  out  of  pharmacies.  We  do  not 
want  our  specialist  commercial  outlets 
to  be  exploited  by  manufacturers  for 
prestige  purposes  without  our  having 
any  say  in  the  matter." 

Registered  Laboratories 

In  France  any  pharmacist  could  have 
a  registered  laboratory  attached  to  his 
dispensary,  all  he  needed  being  three 
rooms  and  equipment  specified  in  a  list 
issued  by  the  Minister.  Provided  those 
conditions  were  fulfilled  he  could,  if 
he  wished,  perform  any  biological 
analysis  except  syphilitic  serology  and 
the  biological  diagnosis  of  pregnancy 
or  of  the  blood  groups  of  expectant 
mothers.  In  order  to  register  he  merely 
had  to  apply  to  the  district  health 
officer.  For  the  excepted  analyses  he 
had  to  secure  special  consent.  The  law 
stipulated  that,  as  his  turnover  in- 
creased, the  pharmacist  must  engage 
one  or  more  pharmacists  in  accordance 
with  a  specified  scale. 

Social-security  organisations  were 
responsible  for  80  per  cent,  of  the 
population.  They  were  run  indepen- 
dently but  under  the  protection  of  the 
State.  Under  the  system  payments  for 
all  kinds  of  medicines,  specialities,  etc., 
were  refundable.  For  prescriptions  the 
patient  paid  the  pharmacist  in  full  and 
could  claim  a  refund  from  the  Social 
Security. 
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The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.     Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  November  9 :  Business  in  most  sections  of  the  markets  during 
the  week  continued  dull.

Peru  balsam  was  again  easier  for 
shipment  at  16s.  6d.  per  lb.  (down  one 
shilling).  Belladonna  leaves  were 
threepence  per  lb.  easier  in  both  posi- 
tions. Alleppy  green  Cardamoms  were 
sharply  down  while  the  prime  seed  was 
also  easier.  Costa  Rican  Ipecacuanha 
was  quoted  at  56s.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  against 
57s.  previously,  while  the  spot  rate 
fell  by  sixpence.  Valerian  root  was 
cheaper  reflecting  an  easier  position  at 
origin,  Indian  was  10s.  cwt.  down  and 
Continental,  25s.  down  for  prompt 
shipment.  White  Sarawak  Pepper  im- 
proved following  renewed  interest  from 
the  Continent.  A  second  allocation  of 
Jamaican  Pimento  has  been  made:  it 
was  on  the  same  basis  as  the  first 
namely  13  per  cent,  of  the  three  year 
total.  Gentian,  witch  hazel  leaves 
and  senega  remained  firm  but  menthol 
was  slightly  easier. 

Lower  in  price  among  Essential 
oils  were  Chinese  Anise  and  Eucalyp- 
tus for  shipment.  Lemongrass  was  one 
shilling  per  kilo  easier  on  the  spot. 
Chinese  and  Brazilian  Peppermint  oils 
were  both  at  lis.  per  lb.  for  spot  and 
c.i.f.,  showing  a  fall  of  threepence  and 
sixpence  per  lb.  respectively.  Some 
English  distilled  oils  were  easier,  they 
included  Cardamom,  Cinnamon  and 
Pimento  all  of  which  have  been  in 
short  supply  recently.

What  doctors  are  reading  about  developments 
in  drugs  and  treatments 

A  NEW  drug  for  the  treatment  of 
Parkinsonism  has  been  found,  in  a 
double  blind  trial  reported  from  Aus- 
tralia, to  be  effective  in  the  condition. 
The  compound  is  known  as  UCB  1549 
(U.C.B.  pharmaceuticals  division,  Brus- 
sels, Belgium)  and  chemically  is  2-(2- 
dimethylethoxy)  ethanol-1 -phenyl -cyclo- 
pentyl-carboxylate.  In  the  trial  100 
consecutive  patients  with  non-chemical 
Parkinsonism  were,  for  the  first  two 
months,  given  either  the  drug  or 
placebo  tablets.  For  a  further  three 
months  both  groups  were  given  the 
drug.  After  two  months  twenty-six  of 
the  fifty  patients  on  the  drug  had 
maintained  at  least  a  10  per  cent,  clini- 
cal improvement.  Among  those  on 
placebo,  thirty  were  not  significantly 
changed  and  twenty  had  clinically  re- 
gressed, and  at  the  end  of  five  months 
forty-four  of  the  100  patients  showed 
a  significant  degree  of  clinical  improve- 
ment. Where  other  specific  anti-Par- 
kinsonism  drugs  had  been  in  use  before 
the  new  treatment  they  were  continued, 
and  UCB  1549  was  found  to  combine 
well  with  them.  Side  effects  prompted 
withdrawal  of  the  new  drug  in  sixteen 
patients.  The  disadvantages  of  existing 
drug  treatments  (including  intolerable 
side  effects,  tolerance  and  failure  to  res- 
pond) are  pointed  out,  and  UCB  1549 
is  rated  a  worth-while  addition  to  the 
drug  armamentarium  of  Parkinsonism. 
(B.M.J. ,  November  5,  p.  1112.) 

Results  believed  to  constitute  the 
first  direct  demonstration  of  an  effect 


of  a  drug  on  human  collagen  have  been 
reported  by  workers  at  the  National 
Heart  Institute,  Bethesda,  Maryland, 
U.S.A.  They  carried  out  chemical  ana- 
lyses of  dermal  collagen  in  healthy 
controls  and  in  untreated  and  penicil- 
lamine-treated  patients  with  Wilson's 
disease,  cystinuria,  rheumatoid  arthritis, 
and  scleroderma,  investigating  dermal 
collagen  concentration,  solubility  and 
degree  of  intramolecular  cross-linking. 
Treatment  with  penicillamine  was  found 
to  produce  an  accumulation  of  poorly 
cross-linked,  soluble  collagen  molecules 
in  the  skin.  As  the  concentrations  of 
soluble  collagen  in  untreated  patients 
with  scleroderma  (characterised  by  har- 
dening, thickening  and  immobility  of 
the  skin)  were  below  norma!,  the 
authors  suggest  that  a  trial  use  of  drugs 
such  as  penicillamine  is  therapeutically 
rational.  Mode  of  action  of  penicilla- 
mine on  collagen  metabolism  is  un- 
known, but  among  the  possibilities  put 
forward  is  inhibition  of  a  copper-con- 
taining amine  oxidase  that  is  necessary 
for  the  cross-linking  process  through 
the  drug's  ability  to  chelate  copper. 
(Lancet,  November  5,  p.  996.)
